This large structure, designed to accommodate forty-eight flats on 
eight floors, is shown just two months after commencement of work. 
Speed of erection was achieved by making the maximum use of pre- 
casting. Apart from the frame itself, floors, scissor staircases, lift 
shafts, hollow partition walls, louvre walls for drying rooms and 
balconies are all precast. 

The combined use of precast columns and precast cross walls has ae if 
produced a most economical building. Our price per dwelling was 
£483.10.0d. which covers all design services, including foundation 
design and finishing to exposed column faces. 

The 8 in. thick hollow cross walls were cast in sections, which were 
erected with a vertical insitu joint between them. This joint co- 
incides with the horizontal insitu joint between the wide slab floor 
units, both joints being reinforced. 

The tops of the cross wall panels are sofid for 6in. down, with 
reinforcement arranged in each face to comply with the Code of 
Practice but the bottoms are open for the pouring and vibrating of 
the insitu grout through 4 in. x 4 in. holes near floor level

PRIVATE ARCHITECTURAL PRACTICE 


HE proportion of building work designed and supervised by architects 
in this country has never been exactly known. Guesses at it have often 
been made and various figures suggested, ranging from 10 to 40 per cent. 
From surveys carried out by the RIBA in 1957 and 1958 at the request of 
the Ad Hoc Committee (summarised in a most interesting article entitled “A 
Survey of Private Architectural Practice’ in the April number of the Journal 
of the RIBA), it is clear that all estimates have erred on the sige of caution. 
It is shown that of the total volume of new building work done in 1955, 
1956 and 1957, private practice was responsible for the design and supervision 
of at least one-third. The inquiry is being extended to find out the volume of 
work handled by the architects’ departments of public authorities and industrial 
and commercial firms, and it is stated that when this work is taken into account 
it seems likely that the architectural profession will be found to be handling 
between 60 and 70 per cent of the country’s new building work, a surprisingly 
high figure. 

Private practice is shown to absorb at least half of the architectural 
profession. In 1958 there were about 3.000 private firms in Great Britain, 
estimated to employ some 9,000 architects and 5,500 architectural assistants 
(unqualified). Well over half of the practices are in the South of England 
London and Middlesex alone containing almost a third of them. England, 
as a whole, had 88 per cent of the total, Scotland 9 per cent, and Wales 3 per 
cent. 

As one would expect to find, the small practice still predominates, but 
some of the detailed figures are rather surprising. In 1957-58 three-quarters 
of all practices in Great Britain had five or fewer architectural staff. Forty 
per cent had one principal and no qualified assistants; more than half of these, 
or one firm in five, consisted of one architect working on his own, with no 
architectural assistance at all. The !.rger firms with eleven or more staff 
made up only 10 per cent of the total number of firms but accounted for 
one-third of the total staff and about 38 per cent, or nearly two-fifths of the 
total work done by private architects. The survey showed that there are few 
really large private firms of architects in this country, only about 40 firms 
employing 25 or more architectural staff and of these fewer than a dozen 
having a staff of more than 50. Most of the large practices are concentrated 
in the London area, 

Work certified by private architects rose to a value of well over £400 million 
in 1957 out of a total of £1,200 million. The three major fields of work 
were commercial buildings (offices, shops, hotels, etc.), housing and industrial 
buildings, which together made up 83 per cent of the total work privately 
certified. A bigger proportion of commercial buildings was designed by private 
architects than any other kind of building 77 per cent, compared with the 
average of 33 per cent for all buildings. Only 34 per cent of industrial 
buildings and 7 per cent of farm buildings were designed and certified by 
private architects, which, as the article suggests, indicates a considerable scope 
in two rather specialised fields for extending the services of the architect 
In housing, too, there is much room for improvement, only 29 per cent of 
the value of this being certified by private architects 

The article gives many other interesting facts and figures about private 
practice, not only here but in Canada and the United States. The most 
surprising thing that emerges from the study is, as we have suggested, the 
likelihood that the profession as a whole is now handling between 60 and 
70 per cent of the country’s new building work; and the question is, how 
much of that 40 or 30 per cent margin is open to capture. On the answer 
to this must depend future decisions as to the size of the profession. The 
further article that is promised on this aspect of the subject will be awaited 
with considerable interest. 
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MOTORWAYS 


AND DESIGN 


HE statement on Motorways issued on April 8 by the Royal Fine 
Art Commission should add considerable weight to the views already 
made public by the RIBA, the Town Planning Institute, the Central Council 


of Civic Societies and the Civic Trust. 


Briefly, the point at issue is the need 


for architectural collaboration from the outset on the study groups which are 
being set up by the local authorities in the more densely populated areas 


through which new motorways are to be cut. 


The choice of interests to be 


represented on these groups so far is left entirely to the local authority, though 
as a result of pressure the Minister of Transport and the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government are reminding local authorities concerned of the 
importance of including architectural representation. 

What Mr. Watkinson, the Minister of Transport, must do, and we shall hope 
will do quickly, is to give the clear lead which the Royal Fine Art Commission 


now calls for. 


As the Commission states: *‘ The outlook and achievements of 


this country in this generation will be judged in no small measure by its 


major engineering works. 


It would be a grave indictment of the way the 


present opportunity is being handled if our new motorways fell short in any 
respect of the highest standards of which we are capable.’ 

The RIBA followed the RFAC’s statement (reproduced in The Builder of 
April 10) by the issue of another statement of their own on the subject, in 
which the architect’s claims to representation throughout the preparation and 


planning of the urban motorways were reiterated.

warns: ‘Certain local authorities are at

) The RIBA is deeply concerned that none

Notes of the Week 


York Academic Trust 
TIVHE 1958 annual report of the York 
Academic Trust issued from St. 
Anthony's Hall, York, contains details of 
the work and progress of the Institute of 
Advanced Architectural Studies which 
has organised an expanded range of 
courses in the field of post-graduate and 
advanced architectural training. Seven of 
these courses were held in 1958 for post- 
graduates and three for architectural 
students, including a new four-week 
course on Architectural Design, intended 
for those studying part-time for the RIBA 
examinations. Of the three summer 
schools for laymen, a new one was on the 
history of railway architecture in Britain, 
among the lecturers being Professor 
Henry-Russeli Hitchcock. This school is 
to be repeated this year with additional 
lectures on canal architecture. Equally 
successful was the Churches Inspection 
Conference, attended by some 120 archi- 
tects and diocesan representatives; this 
has led to the setting up of a special com- 
mittee, which includes the Director, Dr. 
Singleton-Green, to consider methods of 
training architects in this field 


* * * 


THe Trust is indeed to be congratu- 
lated on the lively, valuable quality of 
the various branches of its work. The 
more recent experiment at Edinburgh 
largely sponsored by the Nuffield Trust 
apart, the Institute of Advanced Archi- 
tectural Studies offers the only opportu- 
nity in Great Britain for post-graduate 
work in architecture. That it has com- 
manded so much support both financially 
and in numbers of students is to be 
regarded as the measure of the need it 
fills. 


Made in England 


THE usual practice of having large 
embroidered wall panels made in France 
for buildings designed by British architects 

whether the buildings be in this country 
or overseas—has been happily broken in 
the case of an 80 ft. by 40 ft. panel for 
a new building in Kuwait (rumoured to 
be a palace for the Sultan), for which 
Messrs. Farmer and Dark, FF/RIBA, are 
the architects. The highly colourful panel 
itself, which was designed by Mr 
Geoffrey Clarke, ARCA, in collaboration 
with the architects, was shown to the 
Press and others last week at the British 
Colour Council's offices in Portman- 


square, WI, at a champagne party given 


by Hampton & Sons, Ltd., who are 
responsible for furnishing the building. 
It was impossible to find a British firm 
to undertake the work in tapestry, but to 
their credit the architects persisted, and 
eventually Arthur H. Lee & Sons, Ltd., 
Birkenhead, agreed to make it in petit 
point embroidery, which is much finer 
than tapestry and permits of great 
accuracy in interpreting the artist's 
design. The symbols chosen for the work 
were fish and pearl oysters, appropriate 
to the earlier history of Kuwait, and the 
result, all were agreed, was highly satis- 
factory. ~

Canadian Housing Awards 


THREE REGIONAL and two national 
awards offered by the Canadian Housing 
Design Council for house design and 
housing layout were given to Brad Indus- 
tries, Ltd., at a ceremony in Ottawa on 
April 6, by the Hon, Howard C. Green, 
Canadian Minister of Public Works. 
Brad Industries was founded some three 
years ago by Mr. James Riley who colla- 
borated in post-war years with Messrs 
Newsum Sons & Company in the produc- 
tion of the Riley-Newsum house for the 
export market. 


These awards, for which houses built 
at any time within the past four years 
were eligible, were the first made in 
Canada to prefabricated houses, and as 
such represent a considerable triumph for 
British design, for the Brad examples are 
direct descendants of the original Riley 
house erected at Wythenshawe, Man- 
chester, which later evolved into the 
Riley-Newsum house which was exported 
in large numbers to Australia and else- 
where. The British design team includes, 
in addition to Mr, Riley, Mr. W. G. Cook, 
who was trained at the Leeds University 
School of Architecture.

JAMES RILEy tells us that they are parti- 
cularly gratified by the awards in that the 
conditions of the contest do not place any 
imposition whatever uvon cost, and his 
firm is concentrating essentially upon the 
low-cost housing field. It is a fair deduc- 
tion from this that the Canadian building 
industry is becoming even more skilled 
in the utilisation of shop fabrication tech- 
niques and more than ever concerned with 
the significance of good design: and that 
both public and architectural profession 
are accepting the implications. 


Building Trade Films 


ABOUT SIXTY PEOPLE recently attended 
a conference, called by the RIBA public 
relations committee’s film sub-committee. 
to discuss technical films with repre- 
sentatives of the building industry and 
other interested bodies. There was a 
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good deal of discussion on production 
and other points, and one practical sug- 
gestion at least emerged. This was a pro- 
posal, made by Mr. Yeomans of the 
LMBA, that a study committee should be 
formed, preferably under the auspices of 
an independent body, which should con- 
sider what sort of film is required by those 
concerned with the building industry. This 
suggestion received a good deal of sup- 
port, and the sponsors of the conference 
are considering how this might be done. 


Guildford Cathedral Appeal 


AN URGENT appeal for £175,000 to com- 
plete the main body of Guildford 
Cathedral was made on Tuesday by Lord 
Bridges, Vice-Chairman of the Guildford 
New Cathedral Council when he gave 
some details of the progress made since 
building re-started eight years ago. Only 
the great West End was now needed, he 
said, to complete the main building. The 
architect for the cathedral is Sir Edward 
Maufe, RA 

The £300,000 that has been collected 
since the war has been well spent. Lord 
Bridges said that the chancel of the new 
cathedral, the side chapels, the central 
crossing, and the galleries have been com- 
pleted. Construction of the nave is very 
well ahead. The pillars, the vaulting and 
the walls, all, with the important excep- 
tion of the West end, have been put up, 
although the interior finishing work 
remains to be done. 

Lord Bridges added that the West end 
could not be left open to the sky, and if 
the money now called for was not forth- 
coming a temporary wall, which would 
£5,000 and which would be money 
thrown away in the long run, would have 
to be built.

URBAN MOTORWAYS 
Statement by the RIBA 


TTVHE Royal Institute of British Archi- 
has issued a statement on the 
need for the inclusion of architects in the 
design teams concerned with drawing up 
plans for urban motorways. 

Introducing the subject at a Press con- 
ference held at the RIBA on April 15, 
the President, Mr. Bast. Spence, OBE, 
ARA, ARSA, emphasised the importance 
of avoiding the great blunders and mis- 
takes that had been made in the past with 
the coming of the industrial revolution 
in the design and siting of the new motor- 
ways. This was a problem, he said, that 
needed to be looked at in the round 
there was a place for all opinions, not 
least those of the architect. The motor- 
ways would cost millions of pounds, and 
for economic reasons it would obviously 
be impossible to undo such costly mis 
takes in the future. 

Mr. Lionet Brett, Vice-President, 
RIBA, who answered a number of ques 
tions on the subject, said that motorways 
in the open country primarily a 
problem for landscape architects, but the 
RIBA was more immediately concerned 
with the urban motorways. Making the 
city architect a member of the ‘study 
group” concerned with a particular pro- 
ject was the obvious way to implement 
the RIBA’s recommendations, he said, 
and indeed he believed that in the big 
cities the city architect should be the 
leader of the group.

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AN ARCHITECT AT LARGE

3—SOUTHAMPTON TO SALISBURY 
gras Southampton I was bound for 

Salisbury, but the day was very beautiful 
and there was time to fit in a drive through 
the New Forest, that stretch of fair England 
with woodlands and forest clearings, wild 
ponies and cattle, leading down to the 
Solent. Lyndhurst, Brockenhurst, Lym- 
ington, Christchurch Priory, Beaulieu, 
Dibden Purlieu, Buckler’s Hard—all names 
to conjure with, and on a bright morning in 
early spring with the sunlight gleaming 
through the still bare branches of the trees, 
it seemed that only by a miracle could 
Marble Arch be less than a hundred miles 
distant. Yet my Automobile Association 
book told me that Lymington is 93 miles 
from London and the A.A. book cannot 
lie. 

I stopped at the Rothschild estate in 
Exbury where Peter Barber, the Agent and 
world-wide authority on orchids and 
rhododendrons, drove me round the miles 
of gardens showing me the first rhodo- 
dendron flowers, early witness of the glory 
yet to come in May and June, and the 
fabulous orchids, the corms of which were 
priced at around £250. I saw how the 
estate, almost derelict, | understand, at the 
end of the war, had been groomed and 
cultivated into its present state of thriving 
industry with an international supremacy 
in orchid-growing horticulture, and I heard 
something too of the problems of running 
such a place. Driving on to Salisbury in 
the late afternoon, I thought how the 
architect's struggles in private practice in 
aiming at perfection whilst 
battling with problems of 
staff and the cold facts of 
income and e,venditure ac- 
counts, have thei: “ounterpart 
in other spheres or activity, 
even when Rothschild is ihc 
name. The dreaming spires 
of Salisbury can never fail to 
lift the spirit, and as I took ia 
again the green serenity of the 
Close and its precincts, I felt 
that this was rarefied living 
indeed. Despite the infallibil- 
ity of the Automobile Asso- 
ciation’s statistics, this was 
certainly no mere hundred 
miles from the high density 
development in Lambeth 
which I had been inspecting 
a short week ago. Not only 
miles but centuries lie 
between the two 


But enough of orchids and 
cathedral closes : my assign- 
ment was with matters more 
practical, and I had an 
appointment with two keen 
and enthusiastic architects, 
Robert Potter and Richard 
Hare, who are running a 
flourishing practice from 
pleasant offices in a charming 
house just outside the Close. 
They have work spreading 
all over Southern England, 
a great deal of it church 


work, but also including civic centres and a 
students’ hostel. A very pleasant and 
healthy practice this and not noticeably 
different from London offices, I would say, 
except in minor details. Problems of staff 
were once again uppermost in the partners’ 
minds and we talked much about archi- 
tectural education. They propounded my 
age-old theory that students should have a 
break after their third year to go into an 
office or on to sites for a year before com- 
pleting the remainder of their training, and 
they agreed with me that this was no longer 
something to be talked about but some- 
thing to be done. 


Taking City Fathers to Task 

| preached the gospel here, as elsewhere 
on my travels and with ever-growing con- 
viction as I continued my journey through 
these lovely old towns of Hampshire and 
Wiltshire, that the local architects ourht to 
be taking the city fathers sternly to task on 
their street architecture. The bad fascias 
and grotesque shop fronts which are every- 
where insinuating themselves into the street 
fagades ought to be a burden on the con- 
sciences of the local architects. Theirs is 
the informed opinion and theirs is the 
voice that should be heard, loud and 
strong. But voices are not very strong, | 
fear, in this profession of ours, and when 
there is shouting to be done, the politicians 
and big business firms have won the day 
whilst architects are busy taking breath. 

Time was getting short and the last 
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afternoon of my pilgrimage was to be spent 
with James Burford, who lives in a place 
with the delightful name of Codford St. 
Mary, a few miles from Warminster. 
Burford runs a very individual sort of 
architectural practice and one which is 
possibly unique. He works perhaps with- 
out staff from his own house and he specia- 
lises in the restoration of old houses, 
churches, almshouses, barns and the like. 
He is essentially a craftsman/architect and 
I should imagine he works more on the job 
than on the drawing board. Some of his 
before-and-after pictures were really ex- 
citing and he brings great knowledge and 
skill to his work. His own stone-mullioned 
house and cottage had great charm and 
when he showed me the * before * pictures 
of the ruin which it had been, I was vastly 
intrigued by his ability to bring this build- 
ing back from the dead to a state where 
his sherry could again be consumed in 
elegance. 

But my afternoon was quite made by the 
final visit of my tour which was to an old 
Elizabethan house near Devizes which 
Burford had altered for the present owner, 
Colonel Stancombe who, with his charming 
wife and no less charming daughter of six, 
entertained us to tea. The house was 
exquisite both in itself and in its furnishings. 
The restoration work could hardly be 
detected from the original and the whole 
thing to me was a jewel of domestic archi- 
tecture. The hall which was used as a 
dining room went up the full height of the 
house with beautiful wooden mullioned 
windows and stained glass : the roof truss, 
beams and great open fireplaces were all of 
the best. A newly devised small staircase 
from the. hall led to two charming bed- 
rooms and there were other bedrooms lead- 
ing by a staircase out of the study. The 

antique furniture which 
looked as though it had been 
specially made for the house 
was polished like glass, and 
much of it had been handed 
down with the house where it 
truly belonged. 

As | came away | thought 
of the service which architects 
like Burford are doing for 
architecture in preserving 
houses like this, and | 
wondered whether a * Falling- 
Water ’ could hope to survive 
the centuries with such 
enhancement of character 
and charm as this simple 
Elizabethan home. 

And so back to London 
once more, to the drawing 
board, the sites and _ the 
committees but not without 
giving myself time to reflect 
and to set down any thoughts 
which might be of value or 
interest. Whatever my limit- 
ations may be—and they are 
many—l regard myself as a 
good loyalist in the common 
cause, and I believe that 
much good could come out 
of the sort of personal 
contacts which I had been 
fortunate enough to enjoy 
and from a more intimate 
knowledge of the work of 
one’s colleagues. One thing 
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my journey proved to me, if nothing else 

that we who live at the centre of things 
in London, rubbing shoulders daily with 
the ‘lions* of our profession and taking 
counsel with the pundits of big building, are 
in real danger of forgetting our hard- 
working brother architects and builders in 
the country. We live in an age of stars 
and names that dazzle, and this is not 
altogether a bad thing, for it is a poor 
age that does not throw up its geniuses 
and its leaders. But there is also much 
quality and skill to be found elsewhere, 
and it would be a pity if those who have 
it in their power to lay down the rules by 
which great and small must abide, did so 
in the interest of the few rather than the 
many. 

Some of the people I met were so bogged 
down in their daily work that they had time 
neither to know nor to care about what 
went on outside their own file and sample- 
littered offices. Sufficient unto them were 
the harassments of the day and the need to 
have the vicarage roof finished before 
Easter. They also serve ; for more often 
than not the roof will be done soundly and 
well and with far more care than it would 
get from the junior assistant on his day 
visit from the ‘lion’s’ office in London. But 
others spare time from their labours to 
read a little and think a little and to take 
part in the activities of their local societies, 
and these are the voices that should be 
heard, for they speak with authority and 
judgment on the local matters in which 
their interest lies. 


‘Go to the Provinces’ 


| have often said to young architects who 
have sought my advice on what course to 
take in pursuing a career of private practice 

‘Go to the provinces, young man. You 
will find a niche there!° This was not 
meant to be a judgment on either the young 
man or the provinces, but it was carefully 
considered advice offered with knowledge 
of both kinds of practice and based on an 
opinion, in which I am now further 
strengthened, that some of the best and 
most serious work is done in the country 
outside London. The architects who are 
already established there in hard-working 
private practice naturally do not welcome 
the idea of the best local work being done 
by the national * stars * but they do want— 
and want very badly—some of the better 
young men starting out on their careers to 
join them and work with them bringing all 
their new ideas with them to refresh and 
revivify their practices. I met architects 
who were crying out for good assistants, and 
I met others who were working most suc- 
cessfully and happily with young men who 
had recently joined them in varying forms 
of association, usually leading to eventual 
partnership : in many cases these young 
men had come from London where they 
they had no wish to return. 

Many of our problems are, of course, 
common to all kinds of architectural 
practice, whether in London or the prov- 
inces. Staff difficulties and client troubles 
are the common cry of all, whilst anyone 
who has had to work on the special scale 
of fees for state-aidea housing cannot be 
expected to be unaware of its iniquities. | 
heard hard things said on more than one 
occasion about the RIBA’s methods of 
dealing with this. 


1 also heard critical opinions of the atti- 
tude of the RIBA to provincial interests 
generally, and there seemed to be a feeling 
abroad that provincial architects, except 
for one or two names that have hit the head- 
lines, are regarded as the poor relations of 
the profession. 

I make these points for what they are 
worth and in the hope that they may be read 
without hard feelings by those whose in- 
fluence lies in a sphere where some im- 
provement might be effected. Nothing will 
ever work perfectly for all the people all the 
time, but at least we can try in our en- 
deavours not to lose sight of the miMennium. 

For myself, honour was satisfied and | 
felt my spring-time promptings had not 
been entirely fanciful. At the lowest 
assessment I had had a most pleasant break 
from the daily round and had met and 
talked with interesting, charming and 
talented colleagues. At a higher assess- 
ment I might have gained some useful 
knowledge and certainly a better apprecia- 
tion of the problems of my fellow workers 
in the profession of building. And at an 
even more optimistic and perhaps a slightly 
conceited level, 1 might even have done a 
slight service to the common cause. With 
such high thoughts I am content to return 
for a time to my drawing board.

RIBA Constitution Proposals 
Under Fire 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I write to support the two leading 
articles published in The Builder 
recently dealing with the views expressed 
by Mr. Leonard Howitt and the recom 
mendations published so far of the Con- 
stitutional Committee of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and have 
the following comments to make: 

1. I am very strongly of opinion that the 
first and most important matter that the 
Constitutional Committee should have con- 
sidered and reported upon is a revision of 
the Charter, so that any vital changes in the 
constitution of the RIBA should be carried 
out after a postal vote of all its members 
and not by the out-of-date method of an un- 
representative General Meeting in London. 

2. I entirely agree with ‘ou that we want 
the best and most experienced architects to 
represent us on the Council of the RIBA., 
and I consider the method proposed for deal 
ing with members in Allied Societies dis- 
tricts will not be conducive to produce this 
result. I agree that all members of the 
RIBA should automatically become mem- 
bers of the Allied Society in their area, but 
I consider that the best and most efficient 
way to obtain the person most suitable to 
represent the area on the RIBA Council 
would be for the Allied Society themselves 
to conduct an election for their own Council 
by a postal vote as they do now, and then 
to elect from the members of the Council 
the representative or representatives for the 
RIBA Council. 

3. I consider that the Constitutional Com- 
mittee’s proposals in this matter will eventu- 
ally lead to an overpowering centralisation 
of authority which could quite easily be 


completely dominated by architects resident 
in London and Middlesex 

4. | am of opinion that the present pro 
posals which have received formal approval! 
of the RIBA Council should be referred 
back to the Constitutional Committee, and 
that they should be asked to reconsider them 
after conferring again with the Allied 
Societies in a manner similar to that which 
apparently they propose to adopt for the 
Allied Societies of Scotland, Northern 
Ireland and Eire, and also I would sug 
gest that the question of the formation of a 
new Allied Society to cover the London and 
Middlesex area should be re-opened 

5. My last thought is that the whole of 
these proposals, which are probably going to 
affect the Royal Institute for the next 100 
years, are being far too hurriedly dealt with, 
and that all members, not only in Great 
Britain but right through the whole world, 
should be given ample time for considera- 
tion and study of this very vital problem

The Classical Tradition 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—The case made out by Mr. Bryan 
Harvey in his RIBA paper (reported 
in The Builder last week) for our early 
industrial architecture being a continua- 
tion of the classical tradition of the 18th 
century is not likely to be seriously dis- 
puted, Not everyone, however, will agree 
with his apparent belief that because the 
classical style has a recognised system 
of proportions it must necessarily endure 
and that there can be no lasting alterna- 
tive to it. 

As you say in your leading article, * it is a 
remarkable fact that today there is left only 
a tiny minority of architects able and willing 
to accept the classical discipline.” The reason 
for this is partly because architects cannot 
afford to ‘ swim against the tide,” but mainly 
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because the generation of classically-trained 
men is dying out. It may well have dis 
appeared in a decade, for it is not being 
replaced. The classical style is virtually dead 
because of the revolutionary changes in 
structure. It seems unlikely that there will 
ever be a general return to the irrational 
practice of using classical forms as a clad 
ding for frame or cantilever construction, 
least of all for high buildings. 

In years to come the classical work of our 
century, good as much of it is, may be 
looked back upon as a greater * aberration’ 
than medieval Gothic seems to be to Mr. 
Harvey. If this was an aberration it was 
at least a spontaneous growth.

bury, On page 741 of The Builder of last 
week From a study of this article 
purely, and no first-hand knowledge of 
the trials, I could appreciate that the new 
bricks were easy to handle and still left 
the bricklayer with a two-handed job 
while yet giving the opportunity for twice 
the amount of brickwork to be laid. 

Apart from the difficulties of manufacture 
of this multi-perforated brick, which must 
have undergone extensive production trials, 
there is one thing I cannot understand which 
raises doubts in my mind that I would like 
explained by the promoters. First of all. 
the old-fashioned standard-size brick, built 
in to an 11 in. cavity wall with cavity 
lathes suspended during the operation of 
building, obviated any possibility of the 
accretion of mortar droppings building up 
above the level of the damp course. How is 
this particular wastage and also dangerous 
accumulation of mortar to be obviated with 
the new brick ? I feel that the new design 
is highly vulnerable to human frailty in this 
respect 

Second. the old 11 in. cavity wall with 
the twisted metal cavity tie provided a drip 
for any perforating dampness. It seems to 
me that the connecting divisions of the new 
brick across the larger cavities where the 
hand hold is would constitute 
moisture absorption 

I should, however, like to try these bricks 
on one or two small projects in my area. 
Would you please give me the name and 
address of any local brick manufacturers 
contemplating their production

HE site is situated between the existing Institute 

building and the Brompton Hospital, and is being 
fully developed by both establishments, but not con- 
currently, using a half of the site each. 

A 5-storey reinforced concrete warehouse occupied 
one-third of the site and the problem of the demolition 
of this and the old buildings called for special consideration 
owing to the close proximity of the Hospital and the 
Nurses’ Home. In order to minimise the use of com- 
pressors, the concrete structure was removed by cutting 
the principle members and areas of floor by the * thermal 
boring * method. 

It was agreed at the outset that the facade of the whole 
frontage should be designed in conjunction with the

hospital’s architects so that the hospital’s requirements 
could be satisfied at a later date. Hence the main spacing 
of the grid was dictated by hospital needs rather than 
any laboratory requirements. The extension is to be 
linked to the existing building by a bridge over Dudmaston- 
mews on 3 floors and a tunnel at basement level. The 
form of the building was decided largely by the require- 
ments of Town Planning and resulted in 2 storeys above 
ground over all the site with 2 small areas and a further 
4 floors set back in the centre. 

The basement contains the boiler house for both new 
and existing buildings, main cloak rooms, and an assembly 
room which, being on the main road frontage, is isolated 
from the external retaining wall by exhibition cupboards 


The rear eievation showing the 
bridge connecting the new 
building with the existing 
Institute 
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to reduce the traffic noise and is completely air conditioned. 
The ground floor contains administrative offices, photo- 
graphic department and central stores. The first floor 
consists of laboratories and the stone facade on the 
Fulham-road frontage at this floor is pierced with minimum 
size windows as it was possible to top light this floor and 
thus reduce traffic noise to a minimum. The upper floors 
follow similar plans, with laboratories on either side of a 
central corridor leading to lifts and staircase and connect- 
ing to the existing building. The top floor is again set 
back and is allocated for animal rooms. 

The structure is steel framed and external walls have 
5 in. concrete panels below cills faced with thermal 
insulation-backed fibreglass panels. The vertical service 
ducts form the intermediate panels between the stanchions 
and are framed in with the windows. The first floor 
fagade on Fulham-road is faced in Portland stone with 
slate faced columns below on the ground floor. The rear 


elevations from second to fifth floor have a similar window 
treatment to those on the Fulham-road frontage with a 
brick facing for the ground floor and end wall to the 
second to fourth floors of the projecting wing.

Exhibition of Stepney’s Housing 


HE Empire-building days are over and 

so, also, are those wartime occasions 
when it was considered the correct thing 
to do to * show the flag.” In point of fact, 
it was not always the wisest action even 
if in far away Whitehall or GHQ it was 
considered mght. Business organisations, 
with the introduction of PRO’s to the 
fold, a few years ago began to show the 
public what they could do through the 
medium of exhibitions. Go-ahead local 
authorities have followed suit and now it 
is the turn of the Metropolitan Borough 
of Stepney 

Until April 30 (at the Central Library, 
Bancroft-road, El) there is an exhibition 
entitled ‘Stepney Housing Progress.’ 
Stepney was devastated during the second 
world war, when only some 2,000 homes 
survived out of 34,000; the balance being 
either destroyed or extensively damaged 
Much which remained standing was clas 
sified as slum accommodation. 

The London County Council (Archi 
tect’s Department) have, on display, a 
number of projects for the future together 
with many photographs of work carried 
out in recent years. The huge develop 
ment Known as St. Annes Neighbourhood 
Stands out as an example of co-operation 
between architects, planners and land 
scape architects. The Borough Council 
(through the Borough Engineer’s Depart 
ment) apparently got off to a much slower 
start than the County authority but there 
are, no doubt, reasons for this. It would 
appear, from the evidence available, that 
more architectural leadership is badly 
needed in respect of its housing work 

The Borough Engineer (Mr. H. Gale, 
AMICE, ARICS) and his staff are carry 
ing out a conversion and improvement 
programme for both houses and flats 
which is praiseworthy. It is all too easy 
for the idealists to wish to bulldoze away 
the past and rebuild anew completely, but 
that is not always the answer and realists 
appreciate this fact. Stepney started as a 
borough of small houses, and it would be 
tragic if it became an area solely of slab 
and point blocks for its housing. 

Other work is by private architects; 
here the difficulties caused by taking 
names of firms from lists are seen all too 
clearly. The designs are of very varying 
quality, with one firm so easily outstep- 
ping the two others in terms of design, 
construction and practicability (all adding 
up to economy in the long view) that the 
lessons are there for all to see. 

The tie-in with open space develop 
ment, road improvements, school and 
shop building was shown sufficiently to 
indicate that efforts were being made to 
resolve mutual troubles, Once again. the 
diagrams showing the chain of authori- 
ties from whom it is necessary to obtain 
sanctions indicate the slowness of the pro- 
cedure. For the nostalgic there was a 
replica of a Victorian kitchen. 

Is it right for Stepney to ‘show the 
flag’ as regards its housing progress? 
Of course it is, and not only for those 
concerned with the multifarious aspects 
of housing but for the people of Stepney.

HE visitor to Hong Kong may be 

prepared for many things on leaving 
the Kai Tak airport, but he is not likely to 
be ready for the impact of Kowloon Tong’s 
dense living and shopping quarters. 

No architectural grandeur and civic 
planning here—but street after street of 
packed humanity. No reticently chosen 
and self-effacing colour—but all the prim- 
aries plus black and gold. And everything 
speeded up and animated like a Keystone 
film in which the visitor plays a very minor, 
but highly active, role. 

With London but thirty hours in the past, 
and Beirut, Karachi, New Delhi, Rangoon 
and Bangkok but brief periods in that time, 
Kowloon Tong is as much as the innocent 
traveller can take without sleep of an ade- 
quate kind to furnish him with the nervous 
energy necessary to absorb more of the 
fabulous life of the Colony. 

Driven to the Peninsula, we registered our 
arrival. We were then taken straight to a 
building site for a lightning inspection, after 
which we were hustled on to the Star Ferry 
for lunch at the Hong Kong Club. All of 
which seemed to indicate that, if you are an 
innocent traveller, you would be wise to 
avoid Hong Kong. 

During our first meal in the Colony, we 
heard the first references to the passing of 
the Shanghai Club Long Bar. Most old 
Shanghai members muse despondently and 
at length over the loss of the longest of all 
bars. The absence of this bar, we were to 
discover, is a source of perpetual grief in 
Hong Kong

Approaching 


Returning to the Peninsula, fully de- 
termined to spend the afternoon in bed and 
to rise for dinner, we succumbed to the 
effects of the 8,000-mile journey instead, 
and did not waken until breakfast time. 

From then on, for several weeks, colour- 
ful impressions bombarded us like showers 
of meteors. The influx of Shanghai 
Chinese and Europeans has made Hong 
Kong into the most active centre of com- 
merce in the world. Staggering output 
figures have been reached in every field 

The population of 850,000 in 1938 has 
leapt to the astonishing figure of 24m. in 
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the new Kai Tak airstrip 


1958, all of whom live on less than 400 
square miles of territory These figures 
give the erroneous impression that there is 
such density of population there is no room 
at all for visitors. In fact, tourism is a very 
important source of revenue to the Colony. 

The architecture, 
composed of 


for the most part, is 

hurried copies of inter- 
national styles. Fortunately, they differ 
from the UK examples in being more 
happily suited to the kaleidoscopic life of 
the people, and, in the warm climate and 
clean atmosphere, very much more func- 
tional. In a very important way these styles 
are quite at home. 

The speed at which large commissions 
are executed is exhilarating, but usually 
results in poor detailing. Fortunately, 
there is no mutual admiration society of 
architects in Hong Kong sponsoring glossy 
magazines and dynamic photographs, and 
six-figure buildings are rarely given more 
than a page or two of coverage 

Most of the building work takes place in 
1 region roughly the size of the City and 
West End of London, and is in constant 
view. In the absence of a dormitory area 
as we know it in the UK the city is very 
much lived in night and day and the archi- 
tecture forms an integral part of the life of 
the community 

In the UK but a fraction of the total 
population sees the architecture of central 
London. In Hong Kong, on the other 
hand, half the population sees the important 
works daily. They view the work directly ; 
not by way of photography 

Because of this, current building is unde1 
constant discussion. In the region from 
the Wanchai District to West Point, where 
most of the business of the Colony seems to 
be done, one is constantly running into 
friends and colleagues either in the streets o1 
in restaurants. This makes for rapid and 
smooth liaison in all fields 

A great deal of work is carried out 
verbally ; correspondence and circularising 

+ being kept to the minimum. A handshake 
is often sufficient to agreement, 


seal an 
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which used to be the case in London in 
the days of the coffee house. 

The almost complete absence of bureau- 
cracy is largely responsible for the extra- 
ordinary industry which has characterised 
the island since the war. 

The problem of caring for the huge 
number of Chinese refugees from the main- 
land and Shanghai is one which cannot be 
solved by social reform alone. The life of 
the Colony depends on the comparatively 
cheap labour which is constantly available 
and which is there by preference, but the 
Government's building programme for the 
lower income groups is enormous. 

In agriculture, the Government and 
private enterprise are working together for 
the full development of the island’s re- 
sources. Although some delicacies are im- 
ported from Manila, the USA and the UK, 
most of the food is produced in the Colony. 

In most restaurants waiters are sufficient 
in numbers to assure immediate service, 
and, in the case of Chinese food, the menu 
is usually ordered earlier in the day to allow 
it to be prepared in time for dinner. The 
various dishes are balanced one against the 
other in colour and texture, the required 
temperatures and accompanying sauces 
being given sufficient attention to ensure 
perfect harmony throughout the meal. 

The Metro Ballroom provides a fair 
example of the good-class night haunt, 
which plays such a large part in Hong Kong 
entertainment. Here, the menu consists 
only of tea or Shanghai Green Tea, which 
is free, and a number of beverages and 
cordials with candy and melon seeds. 


‘Fung Shui’ 

Fung Shui is a delightful Chinese trad- 
ition which still, in one of its aspects, 
survives in Hong Kong. This is a very 
ancient form of * accidental” town plan- 
ning which often results in a beauty never 
achieved by European geometrical pattern 
making, even though we pay an army of 
qualified Civil Servants to provide it. 

Originally confined to the siting of graves. 
Fung Shui spread to the siting of temples 
and houses. Because of the desire to build 
a house facing south, and on high ground 
to avoid winter floods, the importance of 
natural features is of much greater im- 
portance to the Chinese than to Westerners. 

They are quick to see that undulating 
ground and copses, for instance, may take 
shapes : that of a lion, or a tiger, a fish, 
a bird or a dragon. The most important of 
all animals is the dragon, and whether the 
feature looks like a lion, or tiger, or man, 
it is known as the expression of the dragon. 

Within the all-embracing shape of the 
dragon the home builder may discern many 
other smaller shapes, and if he needs, say, a 
tiger, he may ignore the rest of the large 
shape comprising the dragon. He may 
settle on a site that is slightly behind and 
above his tiger which allows him to control 
the beast, and prevent it from eating him 
when it is hungry. But he must also ensure 
that his site is not in a disadvantageous 
position with regard to any other creature 

is not in the jaws of a snake, for instance. 

Even the most exhaustive survey, how- 
ever, may not be sufficient to avoid a dispute 
with an adjoining owner. The new house 
may be sitting on the dragon’s tail of the site

of the adjoining owner. This would lead 
to an enraged dragon which would bring 
down dismay and ill-fortune on the owner 
and on his descendants. 


If this unfortunate stage is reached, it is 
essential to call in a Fung Shui expert, who, 
after considerable thought, would discover 
a happy translation and suitably poetic one 
for the whole problem His discovery of a 
* Celestial Crown on Heavenly Dragon’ 
might lead to a peaceful solution and thus 
avert strife and bloodshed. His fee varies 
according to the enormity of the problem 





and the size of the pocket books of 
disputing parties.

But centuries of Fung Shui practice have 
resulted in Chinese landscape of such 
beauty that it bears compelling evidence of 
the deep poetic nature of the people. 


We left Hong Kong feeling some slight 


regret that it can never be a permanent 
home—except perhaps for the Old China 
Hands who still dream in terms of the 
pre-war Shanghai, Peking, Chungking and 
Canton and, of course, the Shanghai Club 
Long Bar !

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PASSENGER SHELTER AND CANTEEN, MANCHESTER 


This bus shelter has been erected on an 
extended pedestrian island forming part of a 
new gyratory traffic system introduced at 
Piccadilly, which is one of the principal city 
termini. The shelter is 577 ft. long and 28 ft. 
wide; with a two-storey central block 
63 ft. long 17 ft. high containing a transport 
staff canteen and toilets on the first floor, the 
ground level being free for public circulation 

The structure consists of reinforced concrete 
slabs 4 in. thick supported on 4 in. 4 in 
aluminium columns. The two-storey portion 
has a 21! ft. radius reinforced concrete shell 
barrel roof 24 in. thick. The panels between 
the columns are purpose made aluminium 
section windows glazed with } in. armourplate 
glass ; the kicking panel at the base is a com- 
posite blue and yellow vitreous enamelled steel 
sheet bonded to a core of asbestos and with a 
heavily stippled aluminium sheet internally 
The staff building is in the centre of the shelter 
and at first floor level, supported on 8 in. « 4in 
aluminium columns allowing public circulation 
space below with a ceiling height of 8 ft. 6 in. 
A small inquiry office has been provided within 
this central area and is constructed in a similar 
manner to the rest of the shelter 

The shelter was designed by the City Archi- 
tect, Mr. Leonard C. Howitt, MArch, DipTP,

HIS block of apartments is built on a 

site that slopes from front to back and 
this slope has been used to provide garage 
space under a mezzanine floor. The garage is 
approached from the rear of the block and 
the semi-basement also contains tenants’ 
stores, an electric sub-station, quarters for 
the porter, etc. 

The left wing of the block contains 
maisonettes which are reached from access 
balconies. The other wing contains flats 
and there is a centrally placed lift and stair- 
case at the junction of the wings 

Wide, shaded terraces arc provided for the 
maisonettes and the flats have individual 
balconies. The balustrades of the terraces 
are large concrete plant troughs and the 
balconies also have massive built-in window 
boxes. The bathrooms, which are internal, 
are artificially ventilated and each apart- 
ment contains an open fireplace.

HIS restaurant is one of a number of buildings 
designed by the same architects for BP Refinery 
(Llandarcy), Ltd. The refinery occupies a fine site above 
the Neath Valley and the administrative and other buildings 
have been sited to make the most of the view. 
The main restaurant illustrated here is intended to 
serve all the workmen, foremen and supervisors throughout 
the refinery. Two entrances are provided : the workmen's 
main entrance and a side entrance for foremen andfsuper- 
visors who also have a separate dining room and servery. 
The slope of the site enables the basement beneath the 
kitchens to be used for storerooms, a garage for the food The building from the south east showing the apsidal 
vans and kitchen staff toilets, rest room, etc. A large end which is glazed from floor to ceiling 
service duct runs beneath the serveries and also under part

unloading platforms are provided; one 
adjacent to the bulk store in the basement 
and the other on the ground floor. 


Although the main dining room only 
seats 500 at a sitting, the kitchen and 
kitchen quarters are designed and equipped 
to provide 2,000 meals daily as the four 
Satellite restaurants throughout the works 
ire supplied from this central source 
Special provision has been made for the 
packing and loading of insulated food 
containers and the ground floor loading 
platform is used for this. Special equip- 
ment for sterilizing the empty containers 
is also provided adjacent to the loading 
platform 


The building has a steel frame with 
brick walling and stone and artificial stone 
dressings. Mechanical ventilation and 
plenum heating is used extensively in 
combination with hot water convector 
radiators. 


The view obtainable from the main 
dining hall has been stressed by the floor- 
to-ceiling glazing of the apsidal east end. 
At the other end of this dining room is a 
mural by a student of the Royal Academy 
Schools, Mr. N. W. Griffith, which por- 
trays the historical and cultural associations 
of the neighbourhood. 


The ventilation, trunking and other 
services in the dining room are concealed 
behind a false ceiling, and this ceiling is 
lined with acoustic tiles and finished with 
a fibrous plaster surround. Heating panels 
are concealed between the heads of the 
openings for doors and service hatches and 
the clerestorey windows. 


The general colour scheme is in shades 
of blue and yellow. The chromium plated 
tubular steel furniture is designed to con- 
form with this and the floor is finished with 
pale buff tiles. 


Considerable landscaping has been done 
around the building and much use has been 
made of stone retaining walls for the 
system of terraces. Window boxes are 
provided for the full length windows of the 
restaurant and there are flower beds 
adjacent to both the entrances.

News of the Week 


County Hall Extension 


HE London County Council has 

approved a scheme for the extension of 
the south block of County Hall at a cost 
of £395,300, which will provide accom- 
modation for about 312 staff and a space 
for the reinstatement of a restaurant for 
J. Lyons and Co., Ltd. The opportunity 
afforded by the proposed building opera- 
tions is being taken to include a scheme 
for improving the Belvedere-rd. court- 
yard to County Hall, providing, at a cost 
of £48,400, parking space for 100 more 
cars, better traffic circulation, a fountain 
in the centre facing the main entrance to 
County Hall and the complete reconstruc- 
tion of the surface of the courtyard. The 
total estimated expenditure is expected to 
be spread over four years

general standard was higher as 
teachers made their own selections and 
sent in only the best efforts. Schools in 
rural and urban areas of England, Wales 
and Scotland competed and, while a 
minority of the essays resembled a cata- 
logue of classrooms and corridors, many 
showed maturity of thought and an in- 
sight into the many planning problems. 

It has now been announced that the 
subject for the 1959 competition will be 
‘My Favourite Street.. The aim of the 
competition is to encourage boys and girls 
to use their eyes and imagination and to 
explain their ideas on the subject of the 
essay.

7 the fourth quarter of 1958 volume of 
building output recovered to the * pre- 
depression ’ level of 1956, due to increases 
(over the third quarter) of around 3 per 
cent in ‘new non-housing work’ and in 
repair and maintenance, and to a small 
increase in housing work for private 
developers. In the ‘new non-housing 
work’ the most vigorous increase was 
shown by non-industrial work for private 
developers. The volume of output for 
once rose more than the value—in other 
words, the costs of building showed a 
small fall in the latter part of last year. 

The rise in the volume of output must 
now be regarded as well-confirmed, and 
since the number of workers employed 
has been running about 10,000 lower than 
a year ago, the evidence for a rise in pro- 
ductivity is strong. On the housing side, 
the labour force has fallen much more 
than output; for other new work, the 
labour force appears to have risen less 
than output. 

As suggested last quarter, the index of 
net output per man-month at constant 
prices (which is a possible measure of pro- 
ductivity) stayed constant through a 
period of falling output, and resumed its 
rise quite strongly when output started to 
go up again. This is an ‘ average’ result 
for all parts of a very large and mixed 
industry; it is broadly true for new hous- 
ing work, considered by itself, but the 
facts for non-housing work are less clear. 

In this sector the measure of produc- 
tivity was constant or slightly declining 
over two years of fluctuating output with 
uncertain trend; it appears to have risen 
sharply with the arrival of a period of 
regularly increasing output. 

The chances of at least maintaining 
the higher level of output begin to look 
quite good. Orders for local authority 
housing received a short-term stimulus at 
the end of last year; the measures 
intended to assist building societies to 
make loans on older houses will probably 
in fact release more funds to support new 
building; despite the amount of idle 
capacity, new investment by industry con- 
tinues at quite a high level: while the 
latest forecast for public investment in 
1959 (much of which will make calls on 
the building and civil engineering trades) 
is unexpectedly high. It may indeed turn 
out that we are at the beginning of a size- 
able boom for the industry, stimulated by 
cheap credit and by heavy ‘State invest-

The prices of building materials fell 
slightly at the turn of the year, instead of 
rising (as was thought possible in the last 

















article of this series). The cost of build- 
ing labour per man-hour rose at the 
beginning of February. Since the last 
major increase in wages, in 1956, the real 
standard of living of building workers 
appears to have improved a little, but it 
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is of course possible for the unions to 
argue that the workers have had no con- 
siderable share of the fruits of higher pro- 
ductivity. No doubt this argument will 
be closely examined in the final judgment 
on the workers’ present claim for a sub- 
stantial increase; and it may be a matter 
of some importance whether the recent 
increase in ‘net output per man-month’ 
is regarded as evidence of a definite trend 
in productivity, or as a mere fluctuation 
of no necessary permanent significance. 

In consequence of the opposing trends 
of wage and material costs, I have shown 
the output price indices as unchanged for 
the first quarter of 1959. Since the 
weather cannot have been a _ serious 
adverse influence in the latter part of the 
recent winter, it is possible that produc- 
tivity will have increased further, and that 
output prices will in fact have fallen a 
little. 

Table B shows that average output 

prices for British manufactures have been 
stable since the middle of 1957, but that 
retail prices have edged up into new high 
ground. The tendency of retail prices to 
rise, however, has been related to 
increases for food (e.g. meat) and for 
housing; the index fer clothing has 
recently fallen back to the 1957 level, 
while that for durable household goods 
is below the 1956 level. It is possible 
that, with the fortunes of the season, food 
prices may fall back; and the increases 
for housing are clearly related to the Rent 
Act. There might, therefore, be at last a 
period of stability in retail prices. 
But an election cannot be long delayed, 
and it might bring large changes in 
Government economic policy; the uncer- 
tainties of international affairs may have 
an effect on commodity prices; and the 
slowing down of inflation has owed as 
much to temporary good luck as to good 
management. I will not, therefore, tempt 
Providence by predicting stability for far 
ahead; even a few months of rising pros- 
perity with stable prices will be a relief 
after the long post-war inflation 
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‘THE COMPREHENSIVE 
BUILDING SERVICE’ 


A Paper at the British Architectural 
Students’ Conference 


PAPER on ‘The Comprehensive 

Building Service’ was given by MR. 
A. H. ANDERSON, a builder, at the British 
Architectural Students’ Association Con- 
ference, which was held at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, on April 5. The speaker 
began by defining the difference between 
this type of service and the All-in Servce. 
Mr. Anderson said :— 

In the case of the All-in Service, the 
builder deals direct with the client, and pro- 
vides him with a building without reference 
to an independent architect. The builder 
will either employ an outside architect, or 
he may have his own architectural staff, but 
whichever be the case the builder in fact 
controls the architect. The reverse is so with 
the Comprehensive Service. The architect 
is appointed by the client and he in turn 
appoints the builder for a project. In other 
words, the architect is in control and the 
builder provides him with the building ser- 
vice. 

You will note that both these services 
presuppose a negotiated single-tender con- 
tract. I am quite sure that most of you 
here will agree that, given a building organi- 
gation in which you have confidence and 
good quantity surveyors, the most satisfac- 
tory contract on all scores is the negotiated 
contract. There is no doubt in my mind 
that, in that way, the client will almost 
always receive a more satisfactory job at a 
more reasonable price. 

We ourselves have found that the closer 
the architect/builder co-operation, which, of 
course, presupposes a negotiated contract. 
the lower the final price of the whole project. 
You may say that where a system is 
employed, real, or rather fair, tender com- 
petition is not possible, and that so far as 
the superstructure is concerned a negotiated 
tender is the only sensible way. That is 
correct, but our experience shows that the 
advantages of close architect/builder co- 
operation are not confined to the proprietary 
portion of a project, but apply also to all 
the normal builder’s work. 

lf J am correct in my contention that the 
closer the architect/ builder co-operation the 
more economical the structure, herein surely 
lies a future danger to your profession. Short 
of the acceptance of a Comprehensive Build- 
ing Service, the only complete co-operation 
between architect and builder lies in the All- 
in Service. Is it not possible, then, that in 
due course the All-in Service may prove to 
be the most economical way of obtaining a 
building? The logical outcome could be that 
the client will decide that it is an expensive 
luxury to appoint an independent architect. 

How then is the architect going to retain 
his professional independence and his artistic 
integrity? How also is he going to earn his 
living unless he climbs onto what could 
become the All-in Service band waggon? To 
me the solution is clear, but then perhaps 
I am biased. In my view, he can not only 
retain but also enhance both his status and 
his integrity, provided he is prepared to have 
faith and confidence in the builders of his 
choice and himself give an All-in Service 
to the client 


The architect must, in my view, become a 
much more active and, may I say, aggressive 
leader of the building team, and must be 
prepared to sell himself and his building ser- 
vice to the building owner. This service 
would consist of the design of a building, 
which will have been carried out with the 
practical collaboration of the builder of his 
choice (that is, a Comprehensive Building 
Service), and the tender for the whole project 
which, with the assistance of quantity sur- 
veyors, he will have negotiated with the 
same builders. I see a firm of architects 
having at call a number of building firms 
in whom it has confidence, each of whom 
may be more suitable for one type of project 
than another, but all of whom would be 
able to give a Comprehensive Service. No 
doubt you will all be thinking of many snags 
in this idea. Of course there are snags, but 
I firmly believe that the principle is correct 
and worthy of serious consideration. 

Finally, 1 put it to you that what I have 
said suggests that there is a real case for 
the architect to become in effect once more 
the Master Builder.

SYSTEMS 


Protest from Local Firms 


BRIDGNORTH TOWN COUNCIL at a meeting 
on April 14, decided that in letting future 
housing contracts the Council will give local 
building firms the same facilities for sub 
mitting contracts as are at present available 
to proprietary building firms. The decision 
was reached following discussion by the 
council of a letter of protest from a Bridg- 
north building company, S. A. Lowe Ltd., 
of which Mr, J. D, Bloore is managing direc 
tor. Mr. Bloore had complained that local 
builders were not given a chance and were 
having to find work outside the district. 

At the council meeting Coun. G. A. Lucas 
welcomed the decision, saying that on 
several occasions in the past he had con- 
demned the practice of allocating contracts 
to proprietary building firms. 

Coun. J. T. Fou_kes, however, felt that 
the complaint was not justified. ‘ We should 
have liked to see local builders competing 
a long time ago, but they did not do so,’ he 
said. By permitting local builders to tender 
for contracts, said Coun. I. J. MorGAN, the 
council would be encouraging local industry 
and helping to promote a healthy competitive 
atmosphere. 

Ab. J. W. C. Bowers stated that the older 
members of the council would no doubt 
remember that there was a time when the 
council was unable to interest local builders 
in its housing schemes. ~I can remember 
in 1946 or 1947 when a local builder told 
me personally that he could not care less 
about building council houses because he 
could not make any money at it. But I am 
glad to see that they are now prepared to 
take on council contracts, he added. 

Replying to tne debate, the Mayor, CouN 
HAROLD BLACKWELL, said that in the late 
1940s it might well be that local building 
firms were not big enough to take on council 
contracts. ‘ Any firm tendering will have to 
give us an assurance that they have got the 
tools and the men to get on with the job 
because we want our houses as quickly as 
we can get them,” he warned. 
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NEGOTIATED TENDERS 
Midlands Criticism 


VHE letting of contracts on the basis of 
negotiation was strongly criticised at a 
meeting of the Shrewsbury Town Council 
last week by CoUNCILLOR JOHN BURKE. He 
said it was bad in principle and bad business 
for the town. 

The Council approved a tender from Shutt 
& Co. Ltd., of Wolverhampton—the lowest 
received—for the building of 113 houses 
and 13 garages on the new Harlescott Grange 
Estate at a price of £140,137. Fees and other 
charges bring the total to £144,900. At the 
Same time the Housing Committee asked foi 
approval for a negotiated tender from 
Messrs. Wimpeys for building another 28 
garages on land at Moston-road, Harlescott. 
The contract figure for these is £3,454, which 
is brought to a total of £3,570 by various 
fees and other costs. 

COUNCILLOR BURKE said that, having read 
the paragraph about the building of the 
garages on the Meadows Estate, he was 
beginning to wonder whether the Council's 
Standing Orders over contracts were worth 
the paper they were printed on. 

The Council were now frequently seeing 
contracts involving large sums being ~ handed 
over on a plate’ to contractors. 

Here was a competitive tender (from 
Shutts) for the building of 113 houses and 
13 garages at a price of about £140,000 
whereas in January the Council had agreed 
to let another contractor build 115 houses 
and eight garages at a price of £159,000 
without a competitive tender being asked fo1 

Councillor Burke said he appreciated that 
there might have been some urgency; in this 
particular case the Ministry wanted to know 
details of Shrewsbury’s housing plans, but 
while there might not have been time to 
advertise for tenders, the Council might at 
least have invited a number of private firms 
to submit tenders. 

Replying, the Housing Committee Chair- 
man, ALD. T. G. Ryper, said as far as the 
garages at Moston-road were concerned the 
firm concerned (Wimpeys) had built flats 
nearby; when the Council had gone to tender 
for garages at the rear of the shops the same 
firm had submitted the lowest tender. 

Later the shopkeepers gave their gardens 
for further garages and the Housing Com 
mittee took advantage of the situation to 
build another 28, As the first contract was 
almost finished the Committee decided that 
as the firm’s first competitive tender was the 
lowest submitted, they should carry on and 
build the other garages. 

On the Harlescott Grange Estate, Ald 
Ryder went on, three contracts had been let 
The first was a competitive tender from 
Towers, Wilson and Co.—the lowest sub 
mitted—and that day they were asking fo! 
approval for the tender from Shutt and Co. 
Ltd., which was also the lowest submitted. 

The other contract was a fixed price con- 
tract with M. A. Boswell (Contractors), Ltd 
The reason this was given was that at the 
time this firm was finishing off another con 
tract in another part of the town and were 
about to move their plant and reduce the 
number of men employed. 

Because the price they submitted was com- 
petitive and satisfactory, and the Housing 
Committee was satisfied with the standards 
of building by this firm, they agreed to 
a negotiated tender.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXXVII.—Wear and Tear 


How many of those who possess 
motor-cars see that the oil is 
changed, that the tyres are kept up to 
pressure, that the paintwork is washed, 
that the chromium plate is cleaned, and 
when they go out at night check the 
lights? The answer is, of course, we all 
do these things, for a motor-car costs a 
lot of money and it depreciates very 
quickly and would depreciate even more 
quickly if these things were not done. 

You will be told that you cannot com- 
pare a motor-car with a building because 
there are sO many grades of motor-cars 
ranging from the super models where 
everything is tested to destruction point 
to the cheapest models which are not so 
good in quality. The higher the grade of 
machine, the less maintenance it requires: 
it cannot be neglected altogether, but the 
parts last longer: and it will be said that 
buildings are not like this. I wonder! 

The owner-occupier of a building is 
conscious of the fact that any wear and 
tear is his responsibility, and he must 
budget for this in his depreciation 
arrangements, so that the better he main- 
tains it the longer is its expectation of 
life and its present value. 

When we have our windows cleaned, 
do we get the window cleaner to wash the 
paint at the same time? No. If we did, 
would it last longer? Yes. How often do 
we oil our locks? Never—at least not 
until they stick and give trouble, and if 
we look inside them we shall probably 
find them red with rust. The point is, do 
we take the same care of our property 
that we do of our motor-car, and the 
answer again is No. 

I agree that it may not seem so easy to 
look after an inert mass of structure as 
it is to look after a more intimate posses- 
sion like a car. I therefore plead for 
better finish in our buildings. If we had 
maintenance and upkeep constantly in 
our minds when we are carrying out work 
we should aim at a much higher standard 
of finish than is generally adopted. 

We could all name buildings which 
have had care and attention in their con- 
struction and finish, and what a joy and 
pleasure it is to see materials of lasting 
quality. I have known paintwork last for 
years without a blemish; and I have also

had builders say to me * That is my stan- 
dard of finish for housing,’ meaning that 
they have variable standards and housing 
is not of the highest. 

More and more is it true that you get 
what you pay for and, although building 
costs appear to be high, from my own 
observation I do not think we are achiev- 
ing the standard which will avoid high 
maintenance costs. Should we therefore 
assume that it is intended that the build- 
ings which we are putting up to-day are 
to have a shorter life and that we are to 
accept a lower standard of finish and 
higher maintenance costs as the price of 
less outlay on the capital cost, or are we 
to fight for better standards at whatever 
the cost? 

If we are to have different grades of 
building, as we have of motor-cars, then 
at least it should be made plain to owners 
at the start exactly what standard they 
can expect for their money. 


HIGH DENSITY HOUSING 
Housing Centre Talk 


GIVING HIS VIEWS on the objects to have 
in mind when planning high-density housing, 
Mr. PeTer H. C. CHAMBERLIN, ARIBA, in a 
talk given recently at the Housing Centre, 
Suffolk-street, said it was most important 
that there should be no unconsidered left 
over spaces. It should be remembered the 
whole time that one was providing for 
people who were not only different from 
each other but constantly changing; also 
that hygienic standards were not enough—a 
good environment for the people living in 
high-density housing was much 
important. 

It was the environment of the people 
rather than the buildings themselves that 
made living in towns tolerable or otherwise 
Referring to Dolphin-square as a * dreadful 
form of high-density housing,” Mr. Chamber 
lin drew attention to the fact that, although 
the density there was well up to 300 per 
acre, the demand for the flats was not falling 
off, in spite of the fact that the flats were no 
longer cheap. On the other side of the pic 
ture were such dwellings as Peabody Build 
ings, which were generally regarded as unde 
sirable. 

The obvious answer 
came into the matter. If people were well 
enough off they could either afford better 
dwellings or a better environment. 

If the actual needs of human beings in 
regard to housing of any sort were analysed 

it was realised that certain 
standards had come to be 
accepted. The first thing 
anyone required, wherever 
they lived, was sanitation, 
next came a room of some 
sort. You could not live 
close to other people with- 
out watting privacy at 
some time.

Other desirable qualities 
were light and air. Once 
we really got clean air in 
our cities the revulsion of 
people to living in them 
would gradually diminish. 
Another . thing people 
required in their housing 
was quiet. Probably the 
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noise factor had increased more during the 
last century than at any other time. Then 
there was warmth and all the services neces- 
sary to provide it. 

Contact with others was another necessit) 
and it was imperative that people have access 
to their families and to accomplish this it 
was essential to have dwellings of the right 
size. One could almost imagine the environ- 
ment people needed as a series of rooms of 
sorts, such as the workroom (factory), office 
room, schoolroom, shopping room and so 
on. All these activities needed space. 

But the danger of pursuing this sort of 
analysis of the standards which were abso 
lutely necessary for people was that you 
tended to be led into a sort of hygienic 
classification where people were filed away 
in particular categories, i.c., young, old, male, 
female, at school or not and so on. Very 
often this was expressed in terms of zoning 
and one’s search for order might result in

Asking the question, ‘ What is the quality 
one is looking for?* Mr. Chamberlin 
showed coloured slides of scenes in Britain 
and abroad to illustrate his points. He then 
proceeded to describe the Golden-lane, City 
development (in the design of which he was 
concerned) and the Barbican project. 


He did not regard Golden-lane as a model 
scheme, but it was one with which he was 
familiar. It was not just housing for one 
type of person. There were families, couples, 
single people and elderly people all on the 
site. He described the provision made there 
for recreation. It was possible for people 
of all ages to take some form of physical 
exercise. There were also 20 shops and a 
public house 


Human Scale 


Mr. Chamberlin drew attention to the 
variety in the shape and size of the build 
ings, the * very human scale’ of the internal 
courts, the underground service road (no 
traffic is allowed on the site above ground 
level. except at two points) and the fact 
that the whole of the seven acres was a pre- 
cinct reserved for pedestrians. 

If we could keep down the traffic and 
create within our towns precincts where the 
pedestrian was free to move about and the 
noise and smell of the motor car were largely 
kept outside, then we would be half-way 
to making high-density environment toler- 
able 


As for internal planning of the dwellings, 


the speaker 
maisonette, 


said that in the two-bedroom 
for example, the living room 
must be large enough for people to gathe: 
in 

Mr. Chamberlin went on to advocate 
making more use of flat roofs which usually 
occupied as much lateral space as the build 
ing itself. The treatment of all surfaces, 
including the space on the ground between 
the buildings. was also important 

In the design of the Barbican scheme, he 
said they had tried to provide real variety 
by designing dwellings ranging from 4 to 25 
storeys in height. Again, an attempt had 
been made to exclude all motor vehicles. 
Below the site was a honeycomb of service 
roads and car parks. 

In the second stage it was proposed to 
have a central garden with eight-storey flats 
surrounding it. 
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LAMPS AND ILLUMINATION 


By a Lighting Engineer 


DOPTING the theme of light in 

honour of the Golden Jubilee of the 
Illuminating Engineering Society, this 
year’s Electrical Engineers’ Exhibition 
will long be remembered for its emphasis 
on applied illumination. 

Production of new lamps and con- 
trolling equipment, and the development 
of novel lighting techniques are a clear 
indication of continuing progress in an 
active and virile industry. Healthy com- 
petition among the many specialist exhi- 
bitors is now resulting in ‘value for 
money ’ products, the quality of perform- 
ance of which are of an exceptionally 
high standard. 

Integrated luminous elements feature 
prominently in the ranges of the leading 
manufacturers, and architects and 
builders are rapidly accepting the 
esthetic and financial advantages offered 
by these contemporary lighting systems. 
General! lighting by means of fluorescent 
lamps arranged above large area diffus- 
ing panels, extending over the whole or 
part of the ceiling, can be satisfactorily 
achieved from a wide variety of pro- 
prietary products. 

With so many alternatives available, 
choice of a diffusing material is no easy 
task. Plastic louvring or sheeting vary- 
ing in size, texture, colour, patterning and

finish is usually suggested since this eases 
the problems of support. Similarly wiring 
is simplified by mounting the fluorescent 
fittings on continuous trunking. An 
example of complementary functioning 
is the development of an aluminium alloy 
trunking which not only carries lighting 
and power cables, but is so shaped as to 
carry office structure partitions and false 
(solid or luminous) ceilings and lighting 
fittings. 

One leading manufacturer is now 
marketing the ‘ Brite-Glo’ ceiling which, 
produced primarily for the domestic 
market, can well be applied to offices and 
shops. Designed as a packaged ceiling 
unit, it consists of a patterned plastic 
diffuser (6 ft. by 4 ft.) suspended by 
chains from two, individually mounted, 
fluorescent channel battens. The floating 
luminous ceiling resulting can transform 
many existing interiors in which initial 
cost of a proper false ceiling is prohibi- 
tive. 


Among the many other general pur- 
pose fluorescents offered by this firm are 
pelmet fittings which, when correctly 
positioned on the walls of a shop interior, 
will emphasise architectural features and 
merchandise and control customer flow. 

A new variation in the ceiling treatment 
of large and lofty shop interiors is based 
on the use of elongated fluorescent dif- 
fusers and square boxes, linked by alumi- 
nium tubing and suspended from the main 
structural ceiling by } ins. rods. The 
square and long box fittings are assembled 
in the form of a grid; wiring is intro- 
duced into some of the boxes which act 
as distribution points, while others house 
tungsten lamps for * spot-light’ effects. 
Structural details or surface defects of an 
unfinished main ceiling will not be seen, 
if the void above the grid is painted black 
or dark blue. The sides of the boxes can 
be coloured or patterned to choice. 


Higher Intensities Needed 


Although the artificial ilumination of 
modern commercial interiors has gradu- 
ally increased in intensity over the years. 
in many instances still higher values 
would be economically advantageous. To 
prevent accompanying visual discomfort, 
however, glare must be avoided, and one 
enterprising firm, with an eye to future 
demands, is producing a novel range of 
‘Comfort in Lighting Fittings. By the 
use of aluminium trough reflectors, con- 
taining specially designed stepped 
louvres, the light emission from fluores- 
cent lamps is redirected in preferred direc- 
tions. Thus by means of strict control of 
light cut-off angle and the use of 
specular reflectors, general illumination 
values of over 100 ft. cdls. are both pos- 
sible and acceptable. 

Absence of a false ceiling or lack of 
cavity depth restricts the adoption of 
recessed fluorescent fittings. To meet the 
demands of architects requiring a mini- 
mum of protuberance and the absence 
of visible metalwork, shallow depth units 
suitable for direct ceiling mounting have 
been designed. One series of square, 
rectangular and tri- 
angular ‘Wafer’ dif- 
fusers have an overall 
depth of 4 ins. The 
lamps and control gear 
are concealed by a one- 
piece, opal perspex cover, 
provided with spring 
clips for ease of installa- 
tion and fixing. 

Recognising the limita 
tion of low ceilinged 
rooms, attention is being 
given to the design of 
decorative wall-mounted 
fluorescent fittings. Some 
are suitable for corner or 
ceiling beam fixing, and 
others can be fixed at a 
distance down from the 
ceiling. 

The principle of basic 
component construction, 
now accepted by nearly 
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all fittings manufacturers, has led to the 
design of a variety of commercial and 
decorative luminaires all of which can be 
assembled from a few standardised parts 
This is of great advantage, particularly 
in the case of fluorescent units, since it

simplifies the problems of storage and 
installation, keeps prices low and facili- 
tates flexibility in service 

Close attention is being paid to the 
mechanical aspects of design as simplifi- 
cation of fixing and maintenance will 
keep site labour cost down. A typical 
example of this is a proprietary range of 
200 designs, covering 4 ft., 5 ft. and 8 ft. 
fluorescent lamps, all based on one uni- 
versal section spine. 

Fixing is a One-man job, because the 
heavy control gear is contained in a tray 
which is hooked on to a lightweight spine 
previously attached direct to the ceiling 
or supported from a chain or conduit 
Ranges of this type are of supreme 
quality and performance, but many 
reputable manufacturers are producing 
simplified lines to meet the demand for 
lower initial costs 

Fluorescent lamps continue to be 
applied to the solution of special lighting 
problems and one useful application is a 
telephone switchboard unit. Designed 
for mounting on the top of the switch- 
board, the fitting houses two 20 watt 
fluorescent lamps for upward and down- 
ward lighting. A special louvre system 
eliminates glare and units may be joined 
to suit any length of board 

The production of miniature fluores- 
cent lamps in 6 in. 4 watt, 9 in. 6 watt, 
12 in. 8 watt and 21 in. 13 watt ratings 
opens up new possibilities of achieving 
better and cheaper local lighting. One

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firm offers a small completely adjustable 
bench ‘light’ comprising a polished alu- 
minium trough reflector (with twin arm 
support) housing two 8 watt { in. dia- 
fluorescent tubes. A clear or opal visor 
acts as a dust cover and the gear is 
mounted in the supporting case. 

In addition to a large size, rating and 
colour range of straight fluorescent tubes, 
there are now three circular lamps of 
84 in. dia. 22 watt, 12 in. dia. 32 watt 
and 16 in. dia. 40 watt rating. These 
can be supplied complete with diffuser 
fittings or they can be incorporated in 
custom built luminous elements. 

Trends in display lighting were well 
illustrated by a series of fully-dressed 
shop windows, the illumination schemes 
of which were designed by leading firms 
in this field. 

The general techniques, 
followed in modern 
background lighting with fluorescent 
lamps and accent effects with high 
intensity tungsten lamps. Electronically 
controlled coloured fluorescent lighting 
and animated spotlights are interesting 
innovations worthy of consideration for 
large installations. 

For very high lighting emphasis many 
firms now suggest low voltage spot light- 
ing and a variety of suitable lamps, trans- 
formers and reflectors are now available. 
Adopting the principle of back reflection 
(as often employed in motor-car headlight 
design) narrow light beams, with a mini- 
mum of light scatter, are produced for 
accentuating the brightness, colour and 
shape of merchandise. As the lamps and 
equipment are small they can be easily 
concealed. Fire resistant colour filters 
can be added as and when desired.

Colour and Freshness 


Near perfect colour rendering com- 
bined with freshness and vitality of 
appearance can be provided by a com- 
bination of 125 watt mercury fluorescent 
and 200 watt tungsten filament lamps. 
Inspection of a scheme of this type, many 
of which have been installed in well- 
known shops and stores, clearly indicates 
that attractiveness and sparkle depends to 
a great degree on the right combination 
of high lighting and shadow. 

Many store owners have yet to learn 
that to fit lamps in windows, without 
finesse and forethought, only causes 
excessive glare which in itself is distract- 
ing. A lighting effect, without an apparent 
cause, can always be achieved, however, 
if there is close and complete co-opera- 
tion with the shop fitter and display artist. 

The many extensive ranges of tungsten 
lamp display fittings now available will 
enable all lighting problems of this 
nature to be solved with the minimum 
of trouble and expense. Although general 
service lamps can be used in polished 
reflectors, the highest beam intensities are 
obtainable from internal reflector lamps. 
This fact can be established by referring 
to the technical data included in firms’ 
catalogues. 

It is now common practice to offer 
recessed display fittings which have stan- 
dard flange rings and lamp housings, and 
alternative flush or protruding diffusers 
to meet the light distribution required. If

COST CONTROL CONFERENCE, 
BRISTOL 


Applications Invited 


A FURTHER conference on methods of the 
control of building costs at the design stage 
is to be held at Wills Hall, Bristol, from 
July 2 to 4, under the sponsorship of the 
Cost Research Liaison Committee of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 
The conference will be on the same lines 
as the Cost Control Conference held at 
Great Missenden in January last, with most 
of the original speakers. The Conference 
arrangements are being made jointly by the 
RIBA and the Bristo] and Somerset Society 
of Architects. 

The RICS, the NFBTE and RIBA Allied 
Societies within reach of Bristol are being 
invited to send representatives and there will 
be additional places open to individuals. 
Applicants for the Missenden Conference 
who were unable to obtain a place there are 
being given priority of booking. 

Applicants are asked to write to either the 
Secretary of the Cost Research Committee at 
the RIBA, 66, Portland-place, London, W1., 
or Mr. R. Towning Hill at 18, Orchard 
street, Bristol, 1. Details should be given of 
their age, professional or other qualifica- 
tions, where they work and in what capa- 
city and what, if any, experience they have 
in the application of cost control methods. 
and whether they wil] require a residential 
or non-residential place. Applications 
should be received by May 11. 

The Conference fee will be £10 for a resi- 
dential place or £7 for non-residents (to 
include all meals other than breakfast). 

Similar Conferences will be held at York 
(October 9 to 11), Manchester (January 2 to 
4. 1960) and Nottingham (date not yet 
fixed). Details of these will be announced 
later. 

The full set of papers that were presented 
at the Missenden Conference are now 
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by specialist firms. The novel feature of 
a five light fabric shade pendant (satin 
brass metaiwork with green leaf motif) is 
the inclusion of a white plastic disc which 
prevents direct view of the lamps. 

Following an Italian trend in decorative 
design one or two firms are showing two- 
glass diffusing shades for use with tung- 
sten filament lamps. An inner opal glass 
shade is surrounded by a coloured or 
decorative satin etched glass producing a 
pleasing double diffusion effect. 

Two mew surface mounting wall 
brackets with invisible metalwork, are of 
opal enamelled and _ satin finished 
moulded glass and can be used with a 
40, 60 or 75 watt tungsten. 

Among the many variations of table 
standards on display, the most novel was 
a conical shaped white opal glass stem 
with pleated fabric shade. A 100 watt 
lamp is used for normal lighting and a 15 
watt lamp in the glass stem enhances its 
decorative nature. 

‘White’ tungsten lamps of mushroom 
shape are now being produced in 60, 100 
and 150 watt ratings and their smaller 
bulb size will be found advantageous for 
many decorative fittings.

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SURVEY OF THE FUTURE IN CANADA 


A Paper at the RICS 


AAR. ROBERT STEEL, BSc, under 
4% secretary of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, presented a paper 
entitled ‘Survey of the Future in Canada,’ 
at a meeting of the RICS held on April 6 
at 12 Great George-street, SW1. Following 
are extracts from this paper :— 

Over the last ten years, Canada has devoted 
more than 25 per cent of its national output 
to capital investment, not only for the 
development of natura] resources and the 
expansion of industry, but also for ambitious 
programmes of public works and _ the 
development of residential estates. Since its 
own capital resources are inadequate for ful! 
economic expansion, participation by foreign 
investors has been encouraged, with good 
prospects for substantial capital appreciation. 

About 10 per cent of this overseas capital 
has come from Britain. But a great deal has 
also been invested in Canadian subsidiaries 
of foreign companies controlled from out- 
side the Commonwealth, and Canadians are 
not entirely happy about the way some of 
these have failed to operate in the best 
interests of the Canadian economy. 


A Thriving Economy 


The thriving economy of the country 
obviously has a bearing upon the use and 
development of land, with which the char- 
tered surveyor is so closely concerned. The 
population of Canada has increased by 
nearly 40 per cent since the war, and the 
country’s progressive immigration policy will 
cause this growth to continue. Increasing 
population requires more housing and 
ancillary services, more public works for 
highways, harbours, railways, hydro-electric 
schemes, and many other services. 

One can therefore recognise in Canada a 
state of affairs similar to that which existed 
in Britain about the time this Institution was 
founded—-a speedily mounting population 
and an ever-increasing momentum of indus- 
trial development, which must inevitably 
create in Canada, as it did in Britain, a 
demand for ‘able, practical surveyors’ to 
deal with the business of the land. Prospects 
ire not equally bright for all branches of the 
profession, but looking at the picture as a 
whole the challenge and the opportunities are 
considerable, 

Some of our members have undoubtedly 
been discouraged by the apparent reluctance 
of Canadians to accept professional designa- 
tions at their face value. Perhaps this is 
understandable in a country where the letters 
ARICS had scarcely ever been used until five 
years ago, and little value had ever been set 
upon professionalism. But this attitude is 
changing, and it is likely that the qualifica- 
tions of chartered surveyors wil! become 
increasingly recognised. 

Although land in Canada is plentiful, 
Canadians are beginning to realise that 
orderly development necessitates good town 
planning, and they are taking steps to secure 
it. Most of the principal municipalities now 
have planning schemes, ranging from com- 
plete plans supported by zoning, sub-division 
and administrative by-laws, down to zoning 
plans for part only of the municipal area. 
There is, however, no great volume of local 
experience of town planning, so opportunities 


are open to men with British experience, and 
several chartered surveyors are to be found 
in the planning administrations for Toronto 
and other areas in Canada. 

New development in Canada since the war 
has included more than a million houses, 
required mainly for the 44 million increase 
in the population. Much of the residential 
development we saw was on the grid pattern, 
with standard-size plots and, on the whole, 
uninspiring results. There were, however, 
evident signs of improvement in estate plan- 
ning, especially where statutory controls are 
effective. A prominent feature of most 
suburban developments is the shopping 
centre, with its supermarket, supported by 
liberal car-parking facil‘ties. 

Some towns, and notably Toronto, have 
grown large suburban appendages, which 
have created traffic and transport problems. 
On the other hand, much energy has been 
devoted to highway construction, and the 
way in which the traffic problem has been 
tackled compares very favourably with what 
has been achieved in Britain. 

Very large amounts have been spent on 
new highways and skyways, and on new 
bridges, clover-leaf junctions and other high- 
way improvements. These are very essential 
facilities in a country with one private car 
for every five Canadians, and a third of that 
number of commercial vehicles in addition; 
but one wonders whether the work has not 
been carried out too emphatically as an exer- 
cise In engineering, rather than as integrated 
town planning. 


Surge of Development 


The great surge of new development is 
throwing into relief the growing need for 
urdan renewal in some of the older centres. 
Redevelopment schemes have already been 
undertaken in places such as St. John’s (New- 
foundland), Halifax (Nova Scotia), Montreal 
and Toronto. One of the Toronto schemes 
we inspected is a 26-acre site redeveloped by 
high-rise apartments and terraced housing to 
accommodate 734 families. The total cost 
was $14m. 

In the large cities, central area develop- 
ment and redevelopment is mainly in high 
buildings, in marked contrast with the subur- 
ban spread. We were privileged to make 
detailed inspections of two _ interesting 
examples of high buildings—in the 23-storey 
Imperial Oil headquarters in Toronto (which 
rises to 295 ft.), and the 2I-storey head- 
quarters of the British Colombia Electric 
Company in Vancouver (285 ft.). These are 
built in greatly contrasting styles, but each 
impressed us by the efficiency of its internal 
planning and the luxury of its finish and 
equipment. Commercial development gener- 
ally is of a high standard, and central area 
shops are often let on percentage leases 
similar to those prevalent in suburban 
schemes. Parking in central areas presents 
a problem, which is being solved by parking- 
meters and off-street parks, including multi- 
deck garages and mechanical car parks. 

In addition to residential and commercial 
development, a large amount of industrial 
building is also in progress. One of the 
most interesting and important projects is the 
Grosvenor-Laing development of Annacis 
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Island near Vancouver, which is transforming 
what was once a swampy duck-shoot into a 
thriving industrial estate of 1,200 acres, with 
excellent services and amenities. This estate 
offers a wide variety of facilities, including 
“nursery” factories (3,000-6,000 sq. ft.) for 
growing enterprises, larger factories (10,000 
sq. ft. upwards) for long lettings, and fully 
serviced sites for buildings constructed for 
special requirements. We had the privilege 
during our visit of inspecting work in pro- 
gress on one of the biggest projects on the 
estate—Western Copper Mills—which has 
since been completed at a cost of $8,500,000 
This type of industrial estate development 
seems to be popular in Canada and similar 
projects are in hand in other places. 

Although the construction industry in 
Canada is extremely active, and seems likely 
to remain so for many years, this does not 
provide for chartered quantity surveyors the 
volume of work that one might expect. The 
industry, which is greatly influenced by 
American practices. does not at present use 
bills of quantities prepared by independent 
quantity surveyors, and relies almost entirely 
upon estimators employed by the contractors 
themselves. A few quantity surveyors are 
engaged in public service and a small num 
ber in private practice, but the latter rely 
for a considerable part of their work upon 
the services they can offer to 
rather than to building owners 

Some Canadian architects would apparent 
ly welcome the introduction of the British 
system of quantity surveying, provided this 
did not prejudice the standard of architec- 
tural practice. Contraciors do not appear to 
be so favourably disposed, but our own 
members were reasonably optimistic about 
the future. They can hardly expect a rapid 
change in contracting procedures, but their 
faith is indicated by the fact that they have 
begun preparing a method of measurement 
that might be used in Canada. The practice 
of a building surveyor, on the other hand, 
is inhibited by statutory regulation of the 
architectural profession. In the Province of 
Ontario, for example, statute debars anyone 
other than an architect or contractor from 
preparing drawings or specifications for any 
building work costing more than $10,000 

More than a quarter of all Canadian 
expenditure on construction is devoted to 
housing, Output is running at about 120,000 
150,000 houses a year, and it has been esti 
mated that upwards of 3,400,000 more will 
be required in the next 25 years. Types of 
construction are regulated by by-laws in 
certain places, but three-quarters of all new 
houses are of frame construction

Professional Organisations 

To round off this brief account of the 
profession in Canada, it may be useful if | 
add something about professional organisa 
tions and professional education. As regards 
the former, no Canadian society caters for 
the whole surveying profession as The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors does in 
the UK. Land surveyors are organised in 
provincial associations, and in a Canadian 
Institute of Surveying; the Town Planning 
Institute of Canada caters for persons 
engaged in town and country planning; but 
there are no indigenous organisations of 
quantity surveyors. For the management 
and appraisal branches of the profession 
there are the Canadian Institute of Realtors, 
the Appraisal] Insiitute of Canada, and three

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American bodies of appraisers which have 
members in Canada. 

Public education in Canada is primarily 
a provincial responsibility, and this has 
tended to encourage professional bodies to 
organise on a provincial basis. Many of 
them have statutory protection for their 
qualifications, with the consequence that the 
qualification of one province may not be 
recognised in another. This is the pattern 
adopted by land surveyors, for whom statu- 
tory qualifying examinations have been 
established in the provinces for many years. 

Apart from land surveying, professional 
education is not yet far advanced. Canadian 
universities, however, provide a great variety 
of vocational courses, and it seems probable 
that education for surveyors will be orga- 
nised by them, rather than by professional 
bodies. In the last few years, for example, 
courses in town planning have been pro- 
vided at the universities of Toronto, British 
Columbia, Manitoba and McGill. The 
University of Toronto, by arrangement with 
the Appraisal Institute of Canada and the 
Canadian Institute of Realtors, is also pro- 
viding correspondence courses for appraisers. 
An even more important step forward is the 
recent establishment of a Chair at the 
University of British Columbia which has 
been sponsored by real estate interests in 
the province, with the object of providing 
courses for licences, diplomas and degrees. 


A Bright Future 


On balance, I think they would say that 
Canada offers a bright future for any 
chartered surveyor with enough energy and 
adaptability. There is no doubt whatever 
that British surveyors can contribute much 
to Canadian professional life. But they may 
not readily find ideal appointments, because 
Canadian practices and customs differ from 
those in Britain, and immigrants must adapt 
themselves to Canadian conditions. Those 
who have adapted themselves best have 
made the most progress, and there is no 
doubt that their training and experience 
equip them well to tackle the new situations 
they encounter. But it is fatal to go there 
with any intention of showing Canadians 
how much better we do things in Britain. 

Canada is a virile country with its own 
way of life, and the best advice one can 
possibly give to any emigrant is: ‘If you go 
to Canada, become a Canadian.’ Even 
though he may at first feel like a small grain 
of sand on a very large beach, any surveyor 
who goes there will find awaiting him the 
helping hand of many of his fellow-members 
who have preceded him, and a growing 
awareness among Canadian surveyors of the 
significance of the designation ‘Chartered 
surveyor.” 


Team Spirit Within the Industry 


A film intended primarily to illustrate 
that there are excellent careers and oppor- 
tunities available in the building and civil 
engineering industry, particularly within the 
Taylor Woodrow Group, was given its first 
public showing on April 15 at the National 
Film Theatre, London. With ‘team spirit’ 
as its theme the film, entitled ‘Changing 
the Skyline, dealt with all aspects of the 
industry, practically and theoretically, and 
emphasised the opportunities available for 
the young men in the industry today.

Careers in the Building Industry 

The building industry as a career was the 
subject of a three-day introductory course 
for final year boys from eight grammar and 
public schools held in London recently by 
Wates Ltd., the building and civil engineering 
contractors. The course included lectures by 
specialists from all departments of the com- 
pany including architecture, structural en 
gineering, reinforced concrete, site organisa- 
tion, and quantity surveying in which the 
boys undertook a practical exercise. This is 
the second course organised by Wates for 
school-leavers. The boys who participated 
came from schools at Norwich, Reading, 
Liverpool, Bolton, Bedford, Tonbridge, Bath 
and Nottingham. 
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DIRECT LABOUR, BIRMINGHAM 
Local Builders’ Views 


AT THE REQUEST of the Birmingham Asso- 
ciation of Building Trade Employers, Ald. 
P. W. Cox has been undertaking a special 
study of the implications of the Birmingham 
Corporation Direct Labour Building Depart- 
ment, the activities of which are rapidly 
increasing in scope. 

The general feeling of the association is 
that little can be done at local level and that 
the whole problem of direct labour building 
is one that must be dealt with at national 
level. Many members hold that only in the 
House of Commons can the issue really be 
clarified. At a recent meeting of the 
Birmingham Association it was suggested by 
a member that direct labour building is virtu- 
ally a form of municipal trading, and that 
if such trading be permitted by law it would 
be difficult to state an effective case against 
the building aspects. 

The Birmingham Association believes that 
the most it can hope for is that contracts 
shall be put out to open and competitive 
tender, and it is firmly of the opinion that 
pressure can and should be put to insist on 
publication of the financial results of direct 
labour building. 


SAND AND GRAVEL 
PRODUCTION 
MoW Statistics 


STATISTICS OF sand and gravel production 
in various areas of Britain, which are now 
published by the Ministry of Works (‘ Sand 
and Gravel Production 1957-58, published 
for the Ministry of Works by HMSO, April 
17, 1959, price 9d), show that 46.2 million 
cubic yards of aggregate were produced in 
England and Wales during 1958, compared 
with 46.1 million cwbic yards in 1957. In 
Scotland, output fell slightly from 3.7 mik 
lion cubic yards in 1957 to 3.3 million cubic 
yards in 1958. 

The largest proportionate increase in pro- 
duction of aggregate in Britain during 1958 
occurred in the Middle Anglian region where 
output rose to 3 million cubic yards from 
2.3 million cubic yards in 1957. This increase 
is largely attributed to the demands of the 
London to Birmingham motorway. 

The figures are pubkished by the Ministry 
of Works as a guide to producers of aggre- 
gate, local authorities and others concerned 
with problems of land use. They show pro- 
duction in each of the gravel regions and 
service areas defined by the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Sand and Gravel, which reported 
in 1948 and subsequently on the extent to 
which land should be reserved for the pro- 
duction of aggregates. 

This year’s report gives for the first time 
separate figures for production of building 
sand, concreting sand and gravel. Separate 
figures are not given for some service areas. 
where the number of firms operating is small 
and publication might result in the dis- 
closure of the production of individual firms.

TRADE FILMS 


Proposal to Set up Study 
Committee Accepted by Building 
Industry Conference 


A MEETING of representatives of the 
building industry and others interested 
—called recently by Films Sub- 
committee of the RIBA public relations 
committee—decided to set up a Study 
Committee to consider what kind of film 
is required by the building industry. 
About 60 people from many sides of 
building were present at the meeting, held 
at the RIBA, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Stanley Meyrick, who is chairman of 
the Films Sub-committee. 


Mr. Meyrick explained that the Royal 
Institute of British Architects operated 
Appraisal Panels which saw many trade films 
likely to interest architects, and published 
from time to time critical notices of them 
in the *RIBA Journal.’ The proportion of 
those notices which could be described as 
favourable was very small, a majority of the 
films seen being for one reason or another 
ineffective in their appeal to architects. The 
panels were concerned about this, and wished 
to discuss those characteristics of trade films 
which they found unsatisfactory and to sug- 
gest ways in which approaches to architec- 
tural audiences could be made more com- 
pelling. 


Appeal to Architects 


Mr. Wittiam Howe tt spoke for the 
panels. He said that they were aware that 
as architects they represented only one sec- 
tion of the public at which most of the films 
they saw were aimed, and they did appre- 
ciate that film sponsors could not be expected 
to make films exclusively for architects, nor 
did they want them to. But architects influ- 
enced buying very considerably in the build- 
ing trades, and fiims which failed to impress 
architects wer. certainly missing an impor- 
tant scetor of their market. Films were seen 
by architects at every stage of their career, 
bit not very much used in schools of archi- 
tecture. During the last two years an attempt 
had been made to determine why this should 
be, and a number of schools had taken part 
in a controlled experiment in which pro 
grammes selected from appraised films had 
been shown regularly. The opinions of art 
teaching staff and students had been sounded 
and it had become clear that films would be 
much more used in schools if good teaching 
material were readily available on film. But, 
Mr. Howell pointed out, industry was the 
main souree and most of the films set out 
to advertise (by methods which did not 
always credit the audience with a very high 
degree of intelligence) the products made or 
sold by their sponsors. 

* Films of this sort,’ said the speaker, ‘ not 
only fail to sell—they build up an active 
sales resistance in the minds of men only 
too well aware of the crude technical tricks 
by which it is intended they should be 
beguiled. “ Information ™ films,’ he was con- 
vinced, ‘would be far more effective. The 
records of the Appraisal Panels showed 
staggering gaps in the range of subjects so 
far covered, and there was a big future for 
the industrialist who was far-sighted encugh 
to fill these gaps with first-class technical 
films. Such films would never * plug’ a pro- 


duct: they would avoid * blarney’ delivered 
by professional commentators unsure of the 
vocabulary they were using: they would dis- 
pense with unsuitable music, and choose 
architectural examples with care and dis- 
cretion; they would be made specifically for 
a technically well-informed audience, and 
would deal with principles and application, 
using the best possible photography in the 
most appropriate ways. The reputation 
which films of this order would gather would 
ensure them the widest audience and the 
name of the sponsoring film would be as 
familiar to those in the building professions 
and trades as that of Shell was to motorists. 


Few Films Pass Test 

Mr. BADEN PoWwELL demonstrated by 
means of a graph that of all the films seen 
by the appraisal panels over a period of 
years, only a few could be confidently recom- 
mended as worth seeing to audiences of pro- 
fessional people. He read extracts from com- 
ments from the schools taking part in the 
experiment described by Mr. Howell, which 
showed that the panels were by no means too 
harsh in their judgments, and though he 
recognised, as a student himself, that student 
opinion was liable to be exaggerated, he 
made it clear that the rare good film made 
its mark as effectively in the schools as it 
did elsewhere. The Royal Institute of British 
Architects would like to see new films on 
several topics as well as replacements for 
many of the out-of-date, inaccurate or other- 
wise unsatisfactory information films that 
already exist, and would be glad to offer 
any guidance it could to firms who decided 
to re-model their film-making policy on these 
lines. 

Mr. GONTRAN GOULDEN said that a yearly 
average of about 40 films is shown in regular 
once-a-week lunchtime sessions at the Build- 
ing Centre. The effect of these weekly show- 
ings was depressing. Far too much film time 

~and money—appeared to be wasted on 
unnecessary * presentation’—the dressing-up 
of simple ideas in historic or picturesque 
trappings; the ‘human interest’ story; and 
the use of inappropriate and unnecessary 
music. 

Mr. JouHn Huntcey, of the British Film 
Institute, pointed out that all the big indus- 
tries in this country except the building 
industry had at one time or another pro- 
duced films of great significance, some like 
‘Night Mail’ (GPO) and <Song of Ceylon’ 
winning international awards, and still play 
ing to big audiences after 20 years or more 
of circulation. He felt that the building 
industry was in danger of missing a great 
opportunity in this field, but that to achieve 
success they must think out their policy 
afresh, decide clearly what audience they 
wished to reach and not allow the intrusion 
of casual ideas to confuse otherwise care- 
fully thought-out scripts. 


Better Cutting Required 
Mr. Epcar Anstey, of British Transport 


Films, said that student audiences were 
notoriously difficult to satisfy; the best of 
documentary films was liable to be ribaldly 
received if it caught students in an inappro- 
priate frame of mind. He wondered if a 
possible solution lay in cutting. Film 
material might be made up in a variety of 
ways each designed for a specific part of the 
audience, thus making the maximum effec 
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tive use of all the material shot while avoid 
ing some of the pitfalls which had been men- 
tioned. He also suggested that contractors 
might very usefully make ‘case history’ 
films of major building projects. Such films 
would combine historical record with 
instruction for students and technical audi- 
ences, and at the same time serve as admir- 
able prestige material, especially for public 
relations abroad. 

In subsequent discussion, MR. GREGG, of 
the Gas Council, made the point that indus 
try would not sponsor films unless it knew 
in advance fairly precisely what order of 
audience numbers could be guaranteed 
Film-making was an expensive business. 

Mr. GOULDEN said that film-making was 
expensive because it was so often done in 
the wrong way. Some of the best building 
films were those made by the Building 
Research Station, and he was confident that 
no money was wasted on them. There was 
in fact a very large potential audience—any- 
thing up to 1,500 architects and surveyors, 
and as many as 5,000 architectural students 
but they could not be expected to waste their 
time looking at expensive but meaningless 
films. He believed there was a strong case 
for the cheap film 

Mr. J. RoGers, Film Officer at the Build 
ing Research Station, said that before they 
embarked on their series of instructional 
films they surveyed the ‘ Market’ and found 
it adequate. Bookings of their films, which 
continued to be high, had amply justified the 
expenditure, which was, by commercial 
standards, very modest indeed in the early 
days. The lively interest of the building 
public had encouraged them to advance from 
black and white to colour, and this had 
increased their production costs, which were 
still moderate when measured against the 
‘return’ as shown by correspondence and 
visitors to the station. 


Film Sponsors Need Advice 


Mr. STILLMAN asked what audience, other 
than architects or surveyors, could be 
expected to concern itself with films which 
discussed products for use in building? The 
general public would admittedly be interested 
in gas cookers and appliances, but would 
it want to worry about gas or the intricacies 
of gas fitting? Who would specify a par- 
ticular brand of pre-cast floor? Why should 
the lay public be thought to be interested in 
such things? These were matters for the 
professional, and the professional was clearly 
not being very the kind of 
film at present being addressed to him. 

Mr. A. W. YeEOoMANS, of the London 
Master Builders’ Association, took up this 
point and said that it indicated clearly that 
film sponsors in the building industry needed 
advice. Should not a study committee be 
formed, preferably and under the auspices 
of an independent body, on which could be 
represented all the interests—sponsor, manu 
facture and audience-—-who were concerned 
with this problem? Such a committee could 
consider what kind of film was _ realiy 
required by those concerned in the bujlding 
industry. 

This idea was supported by Mr. E., 
ANSTEY, Mr. J. HUNTLEY, MR. W. DEACON, 
of Aluminium Development Association, 
and by Miss Dow.ine, of Shell, and the 
chairman said that his committee would cer- 
tainly examine it at the earliest opportunity.

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STANDARDISATION 
BUILDING 


Progress Meeting at Geneva 


IN 


HE Secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe 
(ECE) has issued an agenda previously 
agreed upon by governments, for a special 
meeting on standardisation and modular co- 
ordination to be held in Geneva, in the 
Palais des Nations, June 17 and 18 next. 
The conclusions and recommendations 
arrived at at this meeting will be submitted 
to the ECE Housing Committee, under 
whose auspices this meeting will be held and 
which is to convene immediately after, e.g., 
June 19 to 23. 

The purpose of this meeting is to take 
stock of the progress already made and to 
consider what further action could be taken 
to promote and accelerate the practical appli- 
cation of standardisation, especially from 
the point of view of reducing the cost of 
house-building, and to examine the impact 
of standardisation on international trade in 
building materials and components. 

In view of the scope and nature of this 
meeting, the Housing Committee recom: 
mended that participation should be on a 
wider basis than normally and that in addi- 
tion to the delegates from participating 
countries and representatives of the inter- 
national technical and professional organi- 
sations concerned with aspects of housing 
and building, it would be desirable if national 
delegations could include representatives of 
manufacturers of building materials, house- 
building contractors and public and semi- 
public housing organisations. 

The preparation of special reports and 
other arrangements are in the hands of the 
ECE Secretariat who are assisted by leading 
European experts nominated by their govern- 
ments on the invitation of the ECE Housing 
Committee. 


Principal Questions 

The principal questions which will be ex- 
amined are the following : Standardisation 
at the national level: (a) Steps taken by 
governments or official bodies responsible 
for regulations or standardisation. (b) Steps 
taken by housing authorities, associations of 
building societies, building co-operatives, 
etc. (c) Steps taken by the building industry, 
professional organisations of producers and 
manufacturers of building materials, com- 
ponents, machinery, etc. 

Standardisation at the international level: 
(a) Activities of inter-governmental organi- 
sations. (b) Activities of international non- 
government organisations of a_ technical 
character. (c) Activities of international 
professional organisations. 

The present position regarding 
national trade in building materials 
components. 

Other important questions which will be 
examined by the Committee at this session 
are: European housing trends and policies 
in 1958; a report which is prepared annually 
by the Secretariat reviewing the main deve- 
lopments, obstacles and achievements in the 
preceding year; slum clearance policies and 
programmes; and a report being prepared by 
the UK delegation on the policies pursued 
in different European countries and methods 
of preparation with regard to programmes 


inter- 
and 


for the clearance of dwellings unfit for 
human habitation, and re-housing problems, 

This meeting has been sponsored by the 
ECE Housing Committee within the frame- 
work of a broad project concerned with the 
promotion of industrialisation and cost reduc- 
tion in house-building. The Committee is 
carrying out a comprehensive inquiry on the 
effects of measures designed to encourage the 
technological development of the building 
industry and thus reduce housing costs. 

Delegates have been invited at the end of 
the Committee session to take part in a 
group visit to the USSR to study and ob- 
serve on the spot various aspects of housing, 
building and planning. This is part of a 
long-term programme of group visits of this 
kind to different countries. The visit to the 
USSR is planned to cover Kiev, Leningrad 
and Moscow aud will last about 12 days.

FATAL ACCIDENT IN ERECTION 
OF CRANE 


Inquest Jury’s Rider on Safety 
Precautions 


HILE a 28-cwt. overhead crane being 

assembled at a West Bromwich works 
was being lifted to its gantry, 13 feet above 
the ground, it fell and fatally injured a 22- 
year-old workman who had been working 
for the firm for only four days, an inquest 
jury was told on April 7. 

JosePpH ASHMoRE, of 180 Birmingham- 
road, West Bromwich, a director of Ash- 
more’s (Builder) Ltd., Stonehouse Works, 
Houghton-street, West Bromwich, said the 
crane was being lifted into position by a 
mobile crane on March 12. 

An instant before the accident occurred 
he warned the man who was killed, Derek 
Frederick Wheatley, of 28 Heronville-road, 
Hill Top, West Bromwich, to come from 
underneath. 

He thought the load caught against a pro- 
jection on the mobile crane, causing a loop 
of the sling to slip off the hook of the crane. 

Ashmore said several men lifted the crane 
which was pinning Wheatley to the ground, 
and his brother, 29-year-old Alan George 
Wheatley, pulled him clear. 

Mr. R. E. Sawyer, Inspector of Factories, 
told the coroner, Mr. A. D. Clark, that in 
a factory there was no regulation which 
required a safety hook to be used on a 
crane. Building regulations required safety 
hooks when cranes were used on building 
sites, and it might be a good idea for similar 
regulations to come under the Factories Act. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘ accidental 
death ’ on Derek Frederick Wheatley, adding 
a rider that they felt more care could have 
been taken with the slinging and lifting of 
the crane and that a safety catch or some 
similar measure should be used in future on 
the hook of the mobile crane which was 
used. 


The Inspector of Factories added that, 
though the type of work in which the acci- 
dent occurred did not call for a patent type 
of safety hook, it was quite easy to make 
one and that. was often done. 


CHANNEL TUNNEL 
INVESTIGATION 


British Firm Appointed by 
Study Group 
By a Correspondent 

NVESTIGATIONS into possible routes 

for the Channel Tunnel are being resumed 
immediately by a British firm commissioned 
by the Channel Tunnel Study Group to 
obtain specimens of rock from depths as 
much ,as 200 ft. below the sea-bed. 

The object is to confirm the 1958 geo- 
physical survey made at sea by an American 
company using’ electronic equipment. 
Although the survey, to be completed this 
summer, shows astonishing agreement with a 
French survey made in the last century, it is 
felt necessary to make an additional check 
from a series of boreholes sunk from a float- 
ing craft by the Central Laboratory of 
George Wimpey & Company, Limited. 
Their method, pioneered in the Arabian 
Gulf, makes it unnecessary to construct the 
usual drilling platforms which cost up to 
a quarter of a million pounds each. 

The contract for the work was won in the 
face of international competition when a 
variety of suggestions for boring beneath the 
sea were put forward. The Wimpey Organi- 
sation was chosen after the Channel Tunnel 
Study Group's officials had watched a team 
from that company sinking boreholes off- 
shore in connection with the sea-water intake 
and outlet of the proposed nuclear power 
station at Dungeness. 


Scope of the Survey 


Under the Channel are three layers of 
chalk beneath which lies gault clay and then 
greensand filled with water which exerts an 
upward pressure. Only the lowest layer of 
chalk is impermeable and the object is to 
find a route where this layer of chalk is 
fault-free and thick enough to ensure safe 
tunnelling. 

The ship to be used is the Ian Salvor 111, 
a shallow draft tank landing craft which has 
been specially fitted out. This craft sailed 
from Dover on April 3 equipped with a 
boring platform cantilevered over the side 
and the necessary mooring winches. 

The present work, for which permission 
had to be obtained from the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation on account of 
shipping, will continue day and night unless 
interrupted by particularly bad weather. 
There will be two teams of four men in the 
charge of Mr. E. Mackay, a chartered civil 
engineer and Mr. G. Waugh, general fore- 
man. 

The borehole position will be selected on 
instructions from the Channel Study Group 
engineers by the Decca Radar System and 
checked by optical survey to landmarks. 
Borings will be by diamond drilling through 
a lining tube entered into the sea bed. 

It is proposed to remove 6 in. cores of 
undisturbed rock for laboratory analysis. 
Other tests will include pumping water into 
the borehole to test absorption at various 
levels, and logging by the Schlumberger 
method muci: used in oil well drilling, which 
involves lowering special equipment down 
the borehole to record soil properties. 

After the tests are complete the boreholes 
will be cement grouted to prevent the entry 
of water through the boreholes on the ulti- 
mate route chosen for the tunnel. 








IN PARLIAMENT

THE LONDON-YORKSHIRE 
MOTORWAY 


DEBATE on the proposed line of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway through 
Leicestershire was initiated by Mr. BARNETT 
JANNER on April 13. He said many people 
felt that one proposal by Leicester City 
Council would seriously affect the beauty 
of Charnwood Forest. People were disturbed 
that a unique amenity area and a stretch of 
country unrivalled in scenic and geological 
value in the Midlands would be so adversely 
affected by the scheme then contemplated. 
A petition was handed to the Minister, who 
asked Leicestershire to produce an agreed 
line. The new proposal was prepared and 
submitted last September. Local people 
wanted to know the difficulties as there had 
been ample time to re-examine the problem. 
Mr. NuGent, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Transport, said the 1956 pro- 
posal for a route through Soar Valley met 
with strong farming opposition. Consultants 
subsequently advised on the Charnwood 
Forest line. The Minister decided after the 
petition that this perhaps was not the best 
line to proceed with, and so Leicester City 
Council suggested a third. 

The Ministry then appointed their con- 
sultant, Sir Owen Williams, with the county 
surveyor, to work out the cost of all three 
lines. They reported in February, and since 
then Ministry engineers had examined that 
report and had reported to the Minister. it 
now appeared that unhappily even the third 
line was not without objections. 

The first was that it cost £500,000 more 
than the Charnwood Forest line and £1m. 
more than the Soar Valley line. The eleva- 
tion of the third line and the gradients 
involved were both unattractive to traffic, 
especially heavy traffic. The logical course 
seemed to the Ministry to be to consider 
again the original Soar Valley line which 
was at least the best on grounds of cost, 
traffic and engineering, although it had 
weighty objections of agricultural interests. 
To this end they had reopened discussions 
with the Minister of Agriculture. 

It might be that the practical experience 
of the effect of a motorway on farming inte 
rests which could now be seen where the 
London-Birmingham motorway ran, and the 
methods by which they had been able to 
deal with severance by means of tunnels 
under the road or bridges over, might ease 
the objections of the farming interests con- 
cerned. At any rate, he hoped so. Certainly 
their hope was that they would be able to 
reconcile the objections in due course as 
far as possible, so that they could publish 
their proposals for a line by means of a 
draft order 

He would stress that, however keen they 
were to build these roads, it was only right 
and proper, and he was sure the House would 
expect it of them, that they should pay full 
attention and consideration to the feelings 
of the local people whether they were for 
amenity, farming or anything else. The 
remainder of the line from Northampton- 
shire to the Doncaster by-pass had been 
cleared with the various interests and the 
county councils and was now protected in 
the county development plan. 





THE TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING BILL 


ORD SILKIN, the former Minister of 

Town and Country Planning, main- 
tained during the second reading debate on 
the Town and Country Planning Bill in the 
House of Lords on April 14, that the 
increased compensation which would have 
to be paid under the provision of the 
measure, would act as a deterrent to public 
development and redevelopment. 


It was no good blinking the fact, he said. 
that the Bill would mean a higher cost to 
local authorities who were already hard 
pressed and who would be deterred from 
carrying out expensive schemes because of 
the considerably higher cost that this change 
would involve. The question arose whether 
it was proper to put this extra burden on 
those particular localities where the burden 
of requiring redevelopment was already 
great. 

The Royal Institute of British Architects 
had put forward a simple scheme which 
would, in part, remedy this defect. Their 
suggestion was that the local planning 
authority should still be required to be 
responsible for compensation on the existing 
1954 basis and that the Government should 
recoup them for the excess. He hoped in 
due course to put forward their idea by way 
of an amendment. If that were done he 
believed the burden would fall where it 
should, and the cost of carrying out the 
redevelopment would be incurred mainly by 
those local authorities who had to carry out 
the development but in so far as this was, 
generally speaking, a burden on the poorer 
authorities, the Exchequer would be making 
a contribution—the extra cost incurred as a 
result of the Bill, 

Under Clause 10, which provided fer addi- 
tional compensation to owner-occupiers of 
slum property, he hoped to suggest in the 
form of an amendment that such an owner 
should be repaid for his land on the basis 
of the value of the surrounding land. 
Alternatively, he would suggest giving five 
times the annual value. 

ViscounT Ki_Muir, the Lord Chancellor. 
said that the additional cost of land acqui- 
sition by local authorities was estimated at 
about 25 per cent although there would be 
wide variations from area to area. That 
meant an increase in the gross cost for the 
whole country of about £8m. a year. The 
net extra cost falling on local authorities 
would be a great deal less because part of 
the cost would be met out of Exchequer 
grants. 


Groundless Fears 


When he moved the second reading of 
the Bill earlier, THE LorRD CHANCELLOR said 
the new basis of compensation was founded 
on the principle that the owner of the land 
should receive the value which he would 
have expected to get for his land in a private 
sale in the open market if there was no 
proposal by any public authority to buy 
the land. This principle should be generally 
acceptable but it was apparent from state- 
ments made in the House of Commons that 
there was a fear in some minds that the Bill 
would resurrect the monster of * floating 
value’ which, as the Uthwatt Committee 
explained, arose where, for example, land 
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was being developed on the fringes of a 
town. 

The fears were groundless. The circum- 
stances of to-day were radically different 
from those about which the Uthwatt Com- 
mittee wrote, mainly because of the svstem 
of planning control under the 1947 Act. 
Development without planning permission 
was now unlawful, and if permission was 
refused, compensation was limited to the 
1947 development value. Fhe combination 
of these factors had largely eliminated float- 
ing value. The monster had been killed or 
at any rate, it had shrunk to the size of a 
very small mouse. 

The Bill was read a second time 


SCOTTISH INDUSTRY AND 
EMPLOYMENT 


EVIEWING the fortunes of the 

Scottish building and civil engineering 
industries last year, the Scottish Home 
Department’s White Paper Industry and 
Employment in Scotland, 1958, published on 
April 15, states that there was a tendency 
for more firms to engage in all trades work 
and for contracts to be let on the main 
contractor system instead of on the separate 
trades system. 


The White Paper explains that the indus 
tries were affected by measures taken by the 
Government at the end of 1957 to restrict 
investment. Although there was a fair 
amount of work in hand at the beginning 
of the vear, the fall in new work during 
the year resulted in spare capacity in almost 
all parts of the country and keen competi- 
tion for new orders. Following the lead 
of Government departments, more authori- 
ties pre-planned their building and civil 
engineering projects and let their contracts 
on a fixed price basis. This in turn led to 
quicker progress on sites and to some stabili- 
sation of the prices of building materials. 

The total value of work carried out by 
contractors and public authorities was esti- 
mated at £220m., about the same as in 1957. 
There were 32,170 houses completed, 267 
less than in 1957. At the end of the year 
29,724 houses were under construction. The 
value of work done by local authorities on 
schemes of public water supply, sewerage 
and sewage disposal amounted to £6.7m 
compared with £6.5m. the year before. The 
educational building programme continued 
to expand and at the end of the year pro- 
jects to the value of £26.6m. were under 
construction. Outstanding among civil 
engineering projects started was the Forth 
Road Bridge. 

The average number of people (including 
office staffs) employed on building and civil 
engineering work at mid-1958 was estimated 
at 154,650 compared with 162,500 at mid- 
1957. Unemployment was_ consistently 
higher, particularly among craftsmen such 
as joiners and bricklayers. A census showed 
that, while the labour force employed was 
about 10 per cent greater than 10 years ago, 
the number of firms had decreased from 
9,358 to 7,835 and the number of firms 
employing fewer than 20 men had decreased 
from 8,504 to 6,894. The number registered 
in the Building Apprenticeship *cheme 
decreased from 1,124 in 1957 to 885 it. 1958, 
the reduction in joiners, bricklayers and 
painters being particularly noticeable.

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All building materials were in good supply. 
The demand for Scottish stone increased and 
some quarries had difficulty in meeting 
orders. The quantity of cement used was 
estimated at 922,000 tons (75,000 less than 
in 1957) of which 269,000 tons (29 per cent) 
were produced in Scotland. 

The White Paper also reports that up to 
the end of January, 1959, 26 firm and eligible 
applications had been made for schemes in 
Scotland under the Distribution of Industry 
(Industrial Finance) Act, and eight had been 
recommended for approval, six of them in 
the Highlands. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


New Hospitals Since 1951 


Mr. HayMaNn asked the Minister of Health 
on April 13 what new hospitals had been 
built in England and Wales since 1951; and 
what was the cost of. each. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH wrote in reply: * Nc 
new hospital has been completed iin its final 
form. Five are partly completed and in use, 
but as there are to be later stages the final 
cost is not yet known; and work has started 
on nine others.’ 

Mr. R. THOMPSON, Parliamentary Secre 
tary, stated in another written answer: “A 
considerable measure of agreement has now 
been reached on the sketch plans of the first 
phase of the new area hospital at Truro, but 
I cannot say at present when building work 
is likely to start.’ 


Progress of Bills 


No CHANGES were made to the House Pur- 
chase and Housing Bill when it passed 
through its committee stage in the House of 
Lords on April 16. 

The House of Commons, having agreed on 
April 16 to the Lords’ amendments to the 
Building (Scotland) Bill, the measure has now 
completed its passage through both Houses 
and awaits the Royal Assent. 

The Rating and Valuation Bill was read 
the third time by the House of Commons on 
April 16. 


Music Centre, Regent's Park 


Mr. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the Lord 
Privy Seal on April 16 if he had approved 
the proposal of the Crown Estate Commis- 
sioners to allow the Royal College of Physi- 
cians to erect a new building on the site of 
Someries House, Regent’s Park; and to what 
extent this development implied the aban- 
donment of the plan, supported by both the 
Gorell Committee and the committee to con- 
sider a new Queen’s Hall, to build a music 
centre in Regent's Park. 

Mr. R. A. BuTLER: ‘I approve generally 
the proposals for Regent’s Park recently pub- 
lished by the Crown Estate Commissioners, 
including the proposed use of the Someries 
House site. The plan to build a music centre 
in Regent’s Park falls within the scope cf the 
Arts Council's survey of cultural building 
needs, and I must ask Mr. Robinson to await 
the early publication of that Council's 
report.” 

Mr. ROBINSON: * Does not the proposal of 
the Crown Estate Commissioners very much 
prejudice the future of a scheme which is 
imaginative, which received the support of 
two Government committees and which 
would have been of great benefit to London 
and North London particularly? ’ 


Mr. BUTLER: “I agree that in accepting the 
alternative occupancy of this site at Someries 
House, the Commissioners have to that 
extent prejudiced the building of a music 
centre there; but I do not think we should 
necessarily regard the matter as concluded, 
and I think we should await the Arts Coun- 
cil’s survey before we make a final decision.” 


London- Birmingham Motorway 


Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the 
of Transport what arrangements he was 
making for the provision of fuel, catering 
and other facilities on the London-Birming- 
ham motorway. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON wrote in reply 
on April 15: * Invitations to tender are being 
sent on April 17 to all those persons and 
organisations that have expressed an interest 
in developing these facilities. Copies of the 
tender documents will be available on that 
date for any other firms that apply. I pro 
pose for the present to develop fully two 
service areas, at Newport Pagnell, and at 
Watford Gap in Northamptonshire. Each 
area will contain petrol filling stations, 
emergency breakdown and repair facilities, 
catering services for commercial drivers and 
private motorists, toilets, telephones, and 
parking space. 

‘It is not my intention at this stage to 
permit overnight sleeping accommodation. 
Licensed premises will not be allowed, 
although the successful tenderers ‘may apply 
if they wish to the licensing justices for a 
table licence.’ 


Oxford By-Pass 


Mr. PARKER asked the Minister of Trans- 
port on April 15 what would be the extra 
cost of constructing the south and east 
Oxford by-pass as a result of starting work 
before purchase of the necessary land was 
completed. 

Mr. G. R. H. NUGENT, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, wrote in reply: ‘There have been 
unexpected difficulties in acquiring all the 
land required for the Oxford western by 
pass, as a result of which the contractors 
may lodge a claim.’ 


Minister 


Barrack Rebuilding 


Major LeGGE-BourkKE asked the Secretary 
of State for War if he would make a state- 
ment regarding barrack rebuilding in the 
London district, showing how many projects 
had been delayed and the reasons for post 
ponement., 

Mr. Fraser, Under-Secretary, War Office, 
wrote in reply on April 15: * Ten major pro- 
jects are envisaged for London district. Six 
of them had to be delayed because of the 
re-organisation and redeployment of the 
Army. The new work on Wellington Bar- 
racks has also been held back in order to 
avoid having more than one barracks occu- 
pied by Her Majesty’s Household troops out 
of use at the same time.’ 


Identical Tenders 


Mr. SwINGLeR asked the President of the 
Board of Trade on April 14, if he was aware 
that, despite the termination of the registered 
restrictive trading agreement relating to cast 
iron pipes, on December 31, 1958, the Staf- 
fordshire Potteries Water Board continued to 
receive identical tenders for the supply of 
such pipes; and if he would therefore recon- 
sider his previous decision and instruct the 
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Registrar of Restrictive Trading Agreements 
to give this matter priority before the Restric- 
tive Practices Court. 

Sir Davip Ecc ies: ‘If it is believed that 
the agreement is still effective evidence 
Should be sent to the Registrar, since it is 
his responsibility, and not that of the Board 
of Trade to deal with allegations that the 
agreement is in fact continuing or has been 
renewed.” 

Mr. SWINGLeR: “Is the Minister aware 
that the Water Board followed his advice 
after the so-called termination of the agree 
ment, asked for new tenders and once again 
received identical tenders from four firms? 
Does not this show that the termination of 
the agreement is merely phoney? ° 

Sir D. Eccies: *‘ The Board has informed 
me of these identical tenders. I cannot 
say whether that price agreement is still in 
existence or not, but I have passed the in 
formation to the Registrar who presumably 
will deal with it now.’ 


Investment Allowances 


WHEN the debate on the Budget proposals 
was resumed in the House of Commons on 
April 13, Mr. Srmon, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, said he was able to give an 
assurance that the allowances for dry dock 
construction did benefit from the 
Chancellor’s proposals for investment allow- 
ances. He had restored the 10 per cent 
investment allowance for expenditure on the 
construction of industrial buildings and a 
dry dock ranked as an industrial building 
for this purpose. Moreover, since 1956 ex- 
penditure on the excavation, as well as the 
concreting and construction, of a dry dock 
had had the industrial building allowance. 

Therefore in the Budget proposals, capital 
expenditure on the construction of a dry 
dock would get the 10 per cent investment 
allowance and the five per cent initial allow- 
ance, while any plant and machinery 
installed in connection with the dock, in- 
cluding dock gates, would get the 20 per 
cent investment allowance and the 10 per 
cent initial allowance. 


Development on Trunk Roads 


VisCOUNT LAMBTON asked the Minister of 
Transport whether he was aware of the direc- 
tions being given by his divisional road 
engineers to local planning authorities to 
refuse consents for development of land 
abutting on trunk roads, which had the 
effect of sterilising such lands; and what 
was the general policy of the Government 
in this matter. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON wrote in reply on 
April 14: ‘As far as is reasonable the con- 
struction of new accesses to trunk roads or 
increases in the use of existing accesses 
should be kept to the minimum, in order to 
minimise the effect on traffic using the roads. 
This is our general policy but each applica- 
tion has, of course, to be considered on its 
merits.” 


Council House Building 


DouGLas Jay asked the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer on April 14 if it was the 
wish and the policy of the Government that 
council house building should expand in the 
present year. 


MR. 


Mr. HearHcoat AMory: ‘Yes. Steps 
have been taken in the present year, and 
council house building is expanding.’

CEYLON. — The Minister of Industries 
and Fisheries has presented for the con- 
sideration of the Treasury a 10-year develop- 
ment plan for the fisheries industry which 
would include mechanisation, the provision 
of fisheries harbours, boatbuilding yards and 
cold storage and ice-making plant. The plan 
is based on a report submitted by Japanese 
experts who came to Ceylon under the 
Colombo Plan last year and would, if 
implemented, cost an estimated Rs. 345m. 

Ceylon is expected to sign an agree- 
ment with the USSR under the economic 
agreement between the two countries for 
preliminary survey work to begin on a motor 
car tyre and tube factory.

The total value of the 
project is said to be in the region of US 
$24m....Support is also being sought by 
Industriales Forestales SA for a loan to build 
a mill to produce 40,000 tons of newsprint 
per annum and from Cholguan SA for a 
loan for a mill to produce 70,000 tons or raw 
cellulose per annum....The Minister of 
Public Works has announced that the US 
Development Loan Fund is to provide a loan 
of US $7m. to finance the initial studies and 
works connected with the construction of 
the new international airport at Pudahuel. 
The grant of the loan is dependent upon the 
Ministry of Public Works producing plans 
drawn up by internationally known con- 
struction companies. The company whose 
plans are finally approved will be granted 
the contract to supervise construction. .. . 
The President of the American Construction 
and Design Company of Seattle, USA visited 
Chilean fishing ports during February to 
study the possibility of establishing a ship- 
yard in Chile to produce up to 200 small 
fishing boats a year. 

COLOMBIA. It is reported that the 
Municipality of Manizales is negotiating for 
a loan of one million pesos from the 
proceeds of sales of US surplus agricultural 
products for the construction of a modern 
milk plant....The Municipality of Bogota 
is seeking a guarantee from the Bank of the 
Republic to enable it to obtain a loan from 
private US sources of 20 million dollars for 
various projects including extension of the 
main drainage system, the disposal of refuse 
and completion of the city road plan. It is 
reported that an offer has been received from 
abroad for another loan of US $30m. for the 
construction of a 45,000 kW electric plant 
for Bogota. It is believed that the Colem- 
bian Government will seek a new loan from 
the International Bank for highways. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. — Various 
buildings and monuments are to be con- 
structed by the Dominican Government in 
connection with celebrations to mark the 
first centenary of the restoration of the 
country’s independence in 1963. Competi- 
tions for the designs of these are likely to 
be open to architects of other countries. An 
extensive programme of public works is also 
included in this scheme. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. The 
Government has announced an important 
building development in Santiago de los 
Caballeros. This will consist of a women’s 
college, a school of arts and crafts, a chil 
dren’s hospital, a home for orphans and 
nursery school and a Carmelite convent. The 
above will form an educational centre for 
the Cibao area. Other works announced for 
the city include a cattle fair-ground. Hous- 
ing developments in the outer suburbs are 
planned to take the place of sub-standard 
dwellings. The six major works above will 
cost a total of $3m.

£20 m. Nuclear Station for Japan 


THe General Electric Company Limited of 
England is to build Japan's first nuclear 
power station. Negotiations with the com- 
pany for the suoply of a 150 mW nuclear 
station to be built at Tokai-Mura, about 70 
miles north-east of Tokyo have been satis- 
factor'ly concluded. It is expected that the 
final details of the contract, the value of 
which will be approaching £20m., will be 
settled later in the year. The station will 
take approximately four years to build and is 
expecied to be in full operation in 1963. 


Review of Canada’s Housing Needs 


| 3 1958, Canada’s housing shortage had 
been reduced to the lowest proportion 
in at least 30 years, says The Bank of Nova 
Scotia in its current Monthly Review 
‘ Housing—Time to Take Stock.” And since 
most of the people now marrying were born 
in the “30s when birth rates were low, the 
physical pressures on housing should not be 
intense for the next few years. 

But, the Review emphasises, although the 
housing situation has improved, there are no 
grounds for complacency. At least a third 
of Canadian families are below the income 
level needed to buy a new house, and prob- 
ably half a million of them are living ‘n 
housing conditions which may fairly be 
described as poor. Many of the houses now 
standing are approaching the end of their 
life expectancy. By 1980 one million houses 
will be more than 75 years old, and another 
million will be between 50 and 75 vears. 

Before long a new generation, which made 
its first appearance as the bumper baby crop 
in the late “40s and is now crowding its way 
through (1e schoo!s, will be marrying and 
seeking independent accommodation, the 
Review continues. A study prepared for the 
Gordon Commission estimated that between 
1955 and 1980 the housing stock might have 
to be almost doubled, and that most of the 
growth would occur in towns and cities. To 
those who have watched the face of the 
country changing over the post-war period, 
this prospect is at once alarming and chal 
lenging. 

Canadians clearly prefer single-family 
dwellings which made up about two-thirds 
of occupied units at the time of the 1951 
Census and have accounted for about 70 
per cent of new construction’ since then 
The outstanding exception to this pattern 
is Montreal, where in 1951 90 per cent of 
dwellings were multiple units, but even there 
single-family houses are becoming more 
popular. Apartment blocks, of course, are 
most common in the large cities, especially 
Montreal and Toronto 

What will determine the direction and 
arrangement of new building? It has been 
suggested that in the foreseeable future there 
will be regional cities in continuous strips 
across whole stretches of the continent. Such 
a city is already solidifying along the 
northern shore of Lake Ontario, from 
Oshawa to beyond Hamilton. The severe 
financial strain experienced by municipali- 
ties in the path of new development has 
brought a new emphasis on community plan- 
ning. In the past, planning usually involved

setting up separate advisory bodies of lay- 
men, but since 1950 some rapidly growing 
communities such as Edmonton and Van- 
couver have been finding that they need a 
different kind of planning body, a sort of 
staff intelligence unit to serve a board of 
city department heads. 

Other questions which will require 
increasing attention are those of conserving 
the existing housing stock, and of redevelop 
ing areas which are really * blighted. where 
housing is no longer fit for habitation. Social 
problems coupled with physical deteriora 
tion mean that slums are an ever-increasing 
drain on the public purse. and to recapture 
the land so that it may become once again 
a healthy part of the city demands large 
scale financing. 

In 1956 the National Housing Act was 
amended to broaden the federal Govern 
ment’s participation in urban redevelopment 
and since then 18 redevelopment studies have 
been undertaken across Canada with rede 
velopment projects actually under way 1n 
five cities. As this programme gathers steam 
the provincial governments are also showing 
interest.
